cf the House, and said that if he was 
forming a new Cabinet nothing would 
give him greater pleasure than to take 
Mr. Smith's claims into consideration. 
It must be remembered, however, that 
When he became Premier he found 
himself very much in the position of 
the man who married a widow with 
sixteen childrens His: family savas al- 
ready provided for him, and go) he 
found his Cabinet already provided for 
him, All he had to do at present was 
to fill a vacancy in the representation 
from the Province of Quebec, and 
whieh would naturally te filed from 
that province. Ontario had her full 
quota of Ministers, and it must not 
be forgotten that the North-West, 
British Columbia, and Prince Edward 
Island were all claiming ¥épresenta- 
tion in the Cabinet. Even in Ontario, 
Mr. Smith was iot the only gentle- 
man Whose fitness for the position of 
Minister of Agriculture had been 
pointed out, as strong representations 
had been made in favour of Dr. 
Sproule and others. The Premier had 
quite a friendly chat with the deputa- 
on, and sent them away well pleas- 
ed, although he was, of course, unable 
to make any promise that their request 
would be granted. As an evidence of 
the correctness of the Premier's state- 
ment that a number of other gentle- 
men besides Mr. Smith had been 
recommended for the portfolio of agri- 
culture, it may be mentioned that dur- 
ing the afternoon he received from 
Lindsay a telegram signed by a num 
ber of influential persons, stating that 
North and South Victoria demanded 
that Major Sam Huches should be ap- 
pointed to the vacant portfolio. 

The Separate school trouble 
may now be considered as over.

Austin, Texas, Sept, 34—Only twenty- 
five members of the Legislature have ar- 
rived up to to-night, and judging from 
Indications it is hardly probable that 
quorum will arrive ty answer the roll 
call to-morrow.

W. Phil- 
lips. Mrs, Bowle asked at the same 
time that experts be appointed to* as- 
certain the exact amount to which the 
Supposed purchaser would be entitled, 
' Mr. Baxter, however, fought the suit 
‘in all the courts, and lost, the last 
tribunal to hear the case being the Su- 
preme Court of Canada. In June, 1894, 
Mr, Justice Doherty named Messrs, 
John Hyde, J, M. M. Duff, and A. H. 
| Plimsoll, all of Montreal, to act as ex- 
| Perts In the case, which had now come 
| to be looked upon as a cause celebre, 
The duties of the above-named gen- 
tlemen were to take eyidence from 
both sides, and report upon the amount 
to which Mr, Baxter was entitled. The 
experts decided that Mr. Baxter should 
receive the sum of $96,19 , the 
Amount on account of Henry 8S, Phil- 
lips’ share being $52,710.16, while the 
other is placed at $43,485.13, The Su- 
perior Court in November last con- 
firmed the decision of the experts, but 
Mrs. Bowle was not satisfied, and car- 
ried the case to Review. The Court 
of Review, composed of Judges David- 
eon, Tellier, and Jette, this afternoon 
confirmed the judgment of the Superior 
Court, and ordered the amount of the 
award, with interest to date, amount- 
ing in all to $102,000, to be paid to Mr. 
Baxter, The latter, after many yexa- 
tious delays, has thus scored a com- 
plete victory. The money will, it is 
understood, be paid ovee at once, 
General Gascoigne purposes to make 
a new departure, and select an aide- 
de-camp from the Canadian militia.

It has been re- 
ported to the British Colonial Agents 
that we prefer to deal with Canada in- 
stead of the United States, but at pre- 
sent we are taking all our flour from 
the United States.” 

A suit that should serve as & warn- 
ing to young men who chew tobacco 
and distribute the juice around 
promiscuously, to the annoyance 
of other people, came up in 
the Division Court this morning. 
On June 15, when the Capitals and 
Shamrocks met in their first match 
here, Mr. C, D. Rochester, a railway 
mall clerk, attended with his wife.

There is trouble in the Jewish col- 
ony over Lord Rothschild'’s scheme to 
build a colossal synagogue, clergy- 
house, and Jewish settlement in White- 
chapel at a cost of $200,000.

THE LATE MR. HURLBURT, 


1—The Times 
letter from Mrs. 


London, Oct. this 
morning publishes a 
W. H. Hurlburt, widow of the dis- 
tinguished journalist, dated Meran, 
Austrian Tyrol, Sept. 23, upon the sub- 
ject of the obituary notice of the late 
Mr. Hurlburt, which was published in 
the Times of Sept. 7. The Times then 
faid :—‘It will be in the recollection 
of our readers that some years ago he 
was the defendant in a breach of 
promise action, and, owing to the na- 
ture of the evidence given at the trial, 
he thought it prudent to leave the 
country. A warrant was issued 
against him for perjury, but he did 
not return to meet it. He has now 
died in Italy, after a prolonged ill- 
ness.’ Mrs. Hurlburt, in her letter, 
asserts that it is true that, as stated, 
owing to the nature of the evidence 
given at the trial, her husband thought 
it prudent to leave England. She 
adds :—"' Months previous to the trial 
my husband contracted to go to Am- 
erica on business connected with the 
development of the Milford Haven 
docks, and had been paid in advance 
for his services. In order to fulfil this 
contract, he ft England a month 
after a favourable verdict was given, 
and he did rot return to meet the 
Warrant on account of the advice of 
his American counsel, that he should 
not return to the English courts as a 
defendant, but as « plaintiff. We, to- 
wether, were engeged in collecting 
evidence in the United Stateg and else- 
where as to the truth of his testimony 
given at the trial in 1891 I was ex- 
pecting to come to Tondon witirthis 
evidence to consult our luwyers at the 
time of my husband's death,”’

The Globe quotes the worthy Principal 

of Queen's to tho effect that 
He believes that the power of Federal logis- 
ation is anomalous, and if strained or used 
for petty grievances W ould be intolerable, 
*Ttshould never be invoked until the ques: 
ons of fact have been thoroughly inyestl- 
rated, and until it has been proved that 


abstantial grievances exist which can be 
redresscd in no other way.” 


‘The question of fact has boen onquired 
into, and that, too, Qn addition to others) 
by Principal Grant, who has declared, as 
the result of his investigation, that sub- 
‘stantial grievances do exist. To say, that 
the Dominion Parliament ought not to 
Gnterfere is a mere subterfuge. The 
Dominion Government haye urged the Pro- 
provincial authorities to take action and 
ave given them six montbs in which to do 
po. If, within that time, the rulers of 
Manitoba decline to do their plain duty— 
decline to remedy the grievance which they 
aye cronted—decline to listen to the ap- 
pees of Principal Grant and of the minority 
in the province which they govern then 
he Dominion Government must, however 
reluctant they may be to invoke the power 
of interference which the Parliament of 
Ganada undoubtedly possesses, take tho 
necessary action. Todo otherwise would 
shirk their duty, to nullify the 
Sledge given the Premier; and Sir 
Mackenzio Bowell is not the~man to go 
back on his word. We still hope, however, 
that Manitoba will redress her own wrongs 
‘and so nyort the necessity for federal in- 
terference.

The announcement is made in certain 
peprrs bere that President laure has 
definitely decided to be present at the 
coronation of the Czar of Russia at 
St. Petersburg next spring: President 
Faure will, it is understood, go te 
Constadt by sea on board a man-of- 
war, and escorted by a representative 
squadron of French men-of-war, pay: 
ing visits to the Courts of Copenhagen 
and Stockholm éither on his way there 
or while returning home. Should the 
projected trip take place, it will be the 
first occasion on which a President of 
the French Republic has left French 
territory while holding office, and it i 
believed that he will be compelled te 
sccure permission from the National 
Legislature in order to do so. While 
this sanction might be withheld in the 
case of a visit to England or to Spain, 
it Is hardly likely that any obstaclé 
will be raised to his going to Russia, 
anything tending still further to ce- 
ment the alliance between Paris and 
St. Petersburg being received with 
high favour by the people here. That 
the projected visit would immensely 
strengthen the position of President 
Faure in this country there is not the 
slightest doubt, and it would likewise 
corsolidate that of the Cabinet Minis 
ters selected to accompany him ; hence 
there need be no fear of opposition on 
the part of the Cabinet.

When we consider that thore is only 
hospital accommodation for 14 public ward 
beds and 10 priyate ward beds, not count- 
ing tho infectious wards, which are rarely 
used, and that 114 public ward cases and 
136 private ward cases have been treated 
during the past year, you must see that we 
have boen taxed to our utmost capacity 
again and again. That thore is not the 
proper accommodation for separating the 
medical and surgical diseasos, and that the 
new wing has now come to be an absolute 
necessity nob only as a comfort to patients 
and a lossening of responsibility to the at- 
tondants, but also as an aid and assistance 
to tho physicians in their work, 

A few yoars ago it was necessary for tho 
physicians of the smallor cities and towns 
to sond their critical surgical cases to the 
largo cities whero the surgeons were helped 
in their work by the assistance rendored 
thom in the large hospitals ; but now the 
small hospitals are rapidly taking their 
stand in tho treatment of surgical casos by 
asceptis and anticoptis and in that way our 
physicians and surgeons no longer need to 
send their cases away, but are capable of 
treating them most successfully at home, 
as the records of our owa hospital can 
show, 

In February of this year we graduated 
our first class of nurses.

The supply of grain is limited so that it is 
hard for dealers here to keep in stock from 
the amount delivered! For the best quality 
of wheat 60c is paid; rye 40c, peas 50c, and 
oats 25c to 26c, There is no shipping price 
yet quoted for barley, but the general price 
paid is 37c. We hear of one farmer having 
sold his entire crop at 35c. Wheat advanc. 
ed Jast week about 7c in the Chicago mar- 
ket, but has losta couple of cents of the 
advance within the past two days. In the 
interior markets of Manitoba 48¢ is being 
paid. It isfound that the big Manitoba 
crop which has been so much talked of has 
not turned out so good in quality as 
wits expected. Some ten or fifteen per cent. 
is acknowledged to have been affected by 
frost and a considerable proportion so 
affected by foul material that one who 
should be an authority claims that not over 
one-third of the crop will grade No. 1 hard. 
Tt has been conceded that the world's crop 
will be considerably short of Jast year, but 
there is plenty of wheat at present to go 
round and until the big visible decreases no 
material advance can be looked for unless 
of a speculative nature. 

The hog market has had a setback as we 
predicted would be the case. Shippers here 
are paying only $3.75 per 100 jbs. for live 
hogs. which in Montreal are selling 
at $4.25. The demand for dressed 
hogs, for home consumption, is 
brisk and [$5.50 per 100 Ibs. is mostly paid, 
whilst one butcher says that the least he 
has paid this season has been $5.75. The 
immense crop of corn in the western States 
is responsible to a great extent for the drop 
in the price of hogs here, as pork in Chicago 
is selling at $840 per bri., in fact so low 
that it has been sold to lumbermen in 
Montreal at $13.50 duty paid, and if it was 
not for the duty the price would have to be 
much lower, as the Chicago packers would 
furnish our lumbermen to the exclusion of 
the home made article.

Whitby, Ont., Oct. 4.—(Special.)—The 
Canadian Pacific railway station at 
Myrtle, nine miles north of here, was 
robbed this morning, At 1.20 a.m.

The witness next told of the search- 
ing of Shortis, and how a second re- 
yolver was found, attached to a hand- 
kerchief around the prisoner’s neck, 
Among the clerks in the office there 
was a friendly feeling. 

Hugh A. Wilson was then called, 
As the young man who so nearly lost 
his life at the hands ofthe prisoner 
entered the witness-box there was in- 
tense excitement. Shortis face became 
almost scarlet as Wilson met his eyes. 
Wilson's story has never before been 
told. 

To the jury he first told of his pos!- 
tion In the mill, and the arrival of 
Shortis on the night of the tragedy. 
Coming to the actual shooting, the 
scene was graphic in the extreme. 

He said :— Shortis turned sudden- 
ly and, pointing the revolver at me, 
shot me here” (pointing to his left 
cheek bone). “The bullet ploughed 
through my cheek and split on the 
teeth. three of which were broken. A 
small piece of it entered my tongue. 
Were, it Is," and he produced the lead, 
which had been buried in his tongue 
for two months. “ He then turned and 
shot Loy dead, and Lowe and Leboeuf 
wot Into the safe.

Sofia, Oct, 4.—A despatch from Con- 
stantinople, dated October 3, says:— 
The Armenian church here and the 
other churches situated in different 
parts of the Turkish capital are still 
crowded with refugees, There are 
nearly 500 Armenians in the patrlarch- 
ate church alone. The scenes in 
the churches are heartrending in the 
extreme. Many women and children 
are bewailing the loss of their hus- 
bands and fathers. The Armenians 
declare that the Turkish mob com- 
mitted the most terrible excesses in 
the Karaghliomkuk quarter of Con- 
Stantinople during the night of Mon- 
day last, the date when the rioting 
first broke out. A woman named 
Aghavnl, who was eight months en- 
clente, was ripped open. It is added 
that the same woman's daughter, who 
is only fourteem years of age, .was 
publicly ravished, It is still iImpos- 
sible to announce the exact number 
of killed or wounded; but all the ac- 
counts concur in saying that the 
Turkish police countenance the excess- 
es. According to the Armenians 
about two hundred persons haye been 
killed during the rioting. 

London, Oct. 4—A despatch to the 
Pall Mall Gazette from Constantinople 
published this afternoon says that one 
of the foreign delegates of the Inter- 
national Commission of Inquiry says 
that its report will show that the 
total number of inhabitants of the 
Sassoun valley did not exceed 4,000, 
and that the number of Armenians 
killed in the capture of the villages of 
Semal, Shemak, and Gheliguzan and 
in the taking of Antokhdagh Pass was 
at the most 300 to 500. It is also claim- 
ed that the report will demonstrate 
that there is no evidence that anyone 
was killed In cold blood, or that there 
were any mutilations of women or 
children. Finally, it is asserted by 
the delegate referred to, according to 
the correspondent of the Pall Mall 
Gazette, that about 40 persons were 
buried in the death-pit at Gheliguzan,

London, Oct. 4—The Spanish Gev-

A Safe Made of Cement. 


The fireproof quality of cement has 


long been recognized, but a recent test | 


made in’'Germany is worthy of consid- 
eration, A safe constructed of cement 
With steel wire netting In between was 
tested by order of the Reichsbank, the 
German Government's banking estab- 
lishment, 

The question to be decided was whe- 
ther it is practical to build vaults or 
this material for safety against fire. A 


safe was placed upon a pile of logs, | 


drenched with kerosene, which, after 
being set on fire, kept the safe for half 
an hour exposed to a heat of 1,800 de- 
grees Fahrenheit; that is, a heat in 
which tron will melt. Two hours af- 
ter the safe was opened, and the con- 
tents—sliik paper, draft blanks and 
maximum thermometer—were found to 
be absolutely uninjured. The max!i- 
mum thermometer showed that within 
the safe the temperature at no time 
during the test arose above 85 de- 
grees. This seems to prove that ce- 
safes within burglar proof steel 
vaults fill all the requirements that 
can possibly be expected. Such evi- 
dence as this should tend to the In- 
creased use of cement in fireproof con- 
struction, 

It shows the material to be not only 
fireproof, but an excellent non-con- 
ductor, so that its capabilities in pro-

over 40 years of age. 

When the snake colled up for fight 
;}and sounded his rattles McCarthy 
could hardly belleve that all the noise 
came from one snake, He says the 
rattling could be heard 100 yards away. 
| The snake was wf the short and fat 
order, being only 4 feet 10 1-2 inches in 
length. With an eye to business, Mc- 
Carthy procured a long forked stick, 
pinned the snake's head to the earth 
and drove a knife through its spinal 
| column, just back of its head, killing 
it without spoiling the hide. 

41. took just 5 1-2 inches of the steel 
blade to go through the snake's body. 
Both the hide and rattles are rare cu- 
rios. This has not been a good year 
with the hunter, as he has killed only 
13 lions and a few bears. He surprised 
residents here by producing a box of 
mummified bear galls, which he stated

Grass Paving Blocks. 


A new industry has recently been 
Started in.

The comomn lead pencil as now man- 
ufactured has a casing of wood which 
permits sharpening at the point and 
po. 8 other necessary requirements, 
Yet there are drawbacks. Scarcity of 
ipecial woods has compelled pencil 
makers to use available substitutes in 
the form of irregularly grained inferior 
stock, cheap wood containing knots and 
other defective kinds that result in 
poor pencil casings. Even if the pen- 
cll be made of right stock, certain im- 
perfections occur frequently. Further- 
more, wood casings are made in halves 
and these are glued together with the 
lead inside. Men have experimented 
with a view of obtaining a substitute 
for the wood used in making the cas- 
ings. Paper pulp is the proposed sub- 
Stitute. Hard white woods have been 
treated thus far, but {ft is presumed 
that any sort of paper pulp stock is 
available for the purpose. The wood 
is subjected to the action of nitric acid, 
raised to about a temperture of 90 de- 
grees centigrade, in the form of shay- 
ings, chips or fragments., After the 
usual digesting operations ,the liquor |, 
Squeezed from the disintegrated mass, 
leaving the pulp in readiness to receive 
the special applications of substancs 
needed to render the stock applicable 
to the use for which it Is intended.

Tho Paper Trado's Growth. 
None of the greater industries of the 
country have shown a more remark- 


| able growth than that of paper mak- 


ing. In 1886 the total dally capacity of 
all the paper mills of the country Was 
6,859,380 pounds, while in 18895 it %s 
laced at an enormous figure of 14,- 
102,580 pounds, The largest factor in 
causing this tremendous growth was 
the devclopment of processes for mak- 
ing chemical fibre and wood pulp, en- 
abling the substitution of these ma- 
terials for rags, with a consequent 
large reduction in the cost of making 
paper. It is estimated that if the use 
of wood pulp shall continue to increase 
at the rate of growth maintained {1 
the last fifteen years, five years hence 
the consumption of spruce wood for 
this purpose will equal the present 
cut of spruce logs for lumber ‘in ali 
New England and New York. Th 
growth of paper making fs one of .he 
most significant facts in the industria] 
progress of the time.—The Paper Ma- 
ker.

avenue druggist. “The slaves of that 
drug are on the Incrense. They have 
no trouble in procuring It if they have 
the money to pay for it, Tt Is a sate 
proposition that 4 large proportion of 
morphine users, especially Women, 
have been led into the habit by the 
bad judgment of their physicians. 

“Let me give an instance; A woman 
in this neighborhood was ill with an 
exceedingly painful disease. Her doc- 
tor wrote a prescription containing 
morphine, She is a sensitive, nervous 
woman, of a type common enough, and 
readily responded to medicine. I 
thought she was well, when in the 
course of a few days she sent the pre- 
scription to me to be renewed. A week 
later it came ogéin, and in less than 
a week after that the servant brought 
it a third time. I had her leave it and 
sent for the woman's husband, Why 
did his wife require the prescription 
so often? I asked him. He didn’t know, 
but she had told him she couldn't do 
without it. 

“Did he know it contained morphine? 
He did not, and was horror-stricken. 
He was confident that his wife was 
fenorant of the presence of the drug, 
to whose effects she was beginning to 
yield. I am*satisfied also she knew * 
nothing of it. I fixed up a little 
scheme with the husband. I prepared 
the prescription, leaving the morphine 
out. It was sent back once afterward | 
and that was the end of it. That wo- 
man was rescued without knowing 
how near she had been to slavery. 

“Another case: I filled a prescrip- 
tion for pills containing a considerable 
percentage of morphine for a young 
married woman. She experienced the 
effects of the drug, not knowing what 
it was, and, of course, sent it to be 
renewed several times. I got hold of 
her husband, pledged him to ald and 
substituted quinine pills. The cure 
was complete. 

“There are many other Instances, 
however, where women learn the na- 
ture of the stuff they are taking, and 
before they realize it are its victims.”

What have I done that I should be 
regarded ag an authority on points of 
srammar or literary pedantry? Muca 
against my will I am constantly in- 
vited to determine disputes on sucli 
matters, The latest Instance comes 
from Liverpool, where two clubmen 
were at issue as to whether it is more 
correct to say ‘There are a lot of cl- 
gars,” or "There is a lot.”” The matter 
has already been referred, I am told, 
to “a supposed authority,” and the 
“supposed authority,” replies in the ef- 
fect that a noun of multitude in the 
Singular may have a plural verb after 
it, but that both singular and plural 
are used, though the preponderance of 
usage is in favor of the plural. 

This belng deemed unsatisfactory the 
disputants come to me, I am sorry 
that I can add nothing to the opinion 
of the other “supposed authority,” 
Personally, I should prefer “there are 
a lot” to “there is a lot,” but I regard 
it, like the spelling of the name “Wel- 
ler,"" a8 & matter of purely taste and 
fancy. Whether I say “there are a 
lot of fools in the world,” or ‘there 1s 
a lot of fools in the world,” the mean- 
ing is equaly plain, and the statement 
equally incontrovertible, What more 
do you want? 

I would remind the Liverpol disput- 
ants that grammar is made from 
speech, and not speech from grammer, 
All the grammarians do Is to deduce 
rules from the accepted usage. If 
usage is divided what can any rule be 
worth? it is reported of the company 
assembled on a famous occasion that 
“regardless of grammer, they all cried 
that's him!” In other words, on the 
impulse of the moment, the speakers 
expressed themselves naturally, in- 
stead of studying the artificial rules 
prescribed by schoolmasters. Their 
utterance Was consequently a thou- 
sand times more forcibly and elo- 
quent than if they had simpered “that 
is he.” I haye no doubt thet as long 
as the language has existed English- 
men have cried out “That's him!” and, 
in spite of board schools and free edu- 
cation, they will doubtless continue to 
do so. If this or any other natural 
and universal form of speech is con- 
trary to the rules of grammar, so 
much worse for the rules of grammar,—

down into the soll, every rain carry- 
ing it deeper, Lime that Is recently 
soaked is a hydrate, and is casily dif- 
fused by the rains, but after exposure 
in the soll it reverts to its original 
condition of carbonate, being then 
again insoluble, During these changes, 
vhen losing its characteristics an a 
hydrate to become a carbonate, it com- 
pels other substances in the soll to 
change thelr forms also. When stone 
lime is burnt, in order to produce 
lime, the carbonic acid is driven off, 
and Iime is the result. When the lime 
absorbs mojsture from the alr (air- 
slacking) it combines chemically with 
the water, forming a hydrate, In this 
condition it is applied to the soll. But 
the lime will not remain hydrate, 
preferring to again become a carbon- 
ate, and it js this desire (or Affinity) to 
combine with carbonic acid that 
prompts it to force the chemical 
changes in the soil which release plant 
food existing in the soll, but which 
Plants cannot reduce. 
FULURL RESULTS, 

It requires quite a time for lime to 
complete its work in the soll, Applied 
in the fall it will, with the ald of the 
frost, have the land in excellent con- 
dition by spring, especially if the lime 
is broadcasted over the surface of the 
soll after a green crop has been turn- 
ed under, It Is more serviceable when 
used In connection with green manur- 
jal crops than under any other condl- 
tions, On light, sandy sol!s it always 
gives excellent results, permitting of 
the growing of clover on soils that 
usually give but small crops, and on 
heavy soils that land is made more 
friable and less tenacious. Some far- 
mers apply lime once in three or four 
years. It+is better to apply forty 
bushels pgr acre in the fall and ten 
bushels every year thereafter than to 
omit it at any time, as the most bene- 
fit from lime is when {it Js In the con- 
dition /of a hydrate, 
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Patrons of cheese factories require 
to give as much care and attention to 
the milk during September and Oc- 
tober as during July and August. 
Whether the nights are hot or cold. 
all milk for cheesemaking should be 
thoroughly aired. Uuless this is done 
the flavor will not be perfect. 

It will pay dairymen to have their 
cows put in the stable as soon as the 
cold nights begin. A cow is so consti- 
tuted that a chilling of the body or 
lowering of her normal temperature 
will lessen her supply.of milk, and 
make it necessary for her to devote 
more of the food she takes to keep- 
ing up the heat which her body re- 
quires, 

Every cheese and butter factory 
should have in it a Babcock milk test- 
er, whether the milk delivered is paid 
fer by the per centage of butter fat 
or not. Nothing will be more effi- 
cacious in keeping up the quality of 
mills, 

No buttermaker should attempt to 
make butter without a reliable ther- 
mometer. To do so is about the same 
as trying to guide a vessel without a 
compass, You may possibly pull all 
right, but you are never certain of the 
direction in which you are going, and 
Wilere you are going to land, 

The bitter flavor in butter is often 
caused by impure foods, or from hold- 
ing the cream too long before churn- 
ing, Twenty-four hours shculd be suf- 
ficient to prepare cream for churning. 
Until this preparation begins, the 
cream should be kept cool and sweet. 

Never mix ripe cream with fresh. 
There is always a waste when this is 
done, as the butter from the green, 
thin cream will not separate as soon 
as it will from mature cream. The 
cream of the first or second lot in- 
tended for churning should be kept 
in a cold temperature where it will 
not change until it is put in the rip- 
ener.

Ottawa, Oct, 6.—(peclal)—Sir Jullan 
Pauncefote hud a long conference with 
Sir Mackenzie Bowell, Sir Charles H. 
Tupper, and Mr, Costigan on Saturduy. 
As to the subject that engaged the 

attention of the British Ambassador 
and the mombers of the Government 
nothing is to be given out for the pre- 
sent, After the conference Sir Jullan 
and the Warl of Westmeath were ¢n- 
tertained by Sir Charles H. Tupper to 
luncheon at the Rideau Club. The Pre- 
mier and Mr, Costigan were also pre- 
went, The afternoon was spent in a 
visit to the Central experimental farm, 
where the distinguished visitors had an 
excellent opportunity of observing 
what Canadian soll will produce, On 
leaving the farm, the party drove to 
the residence of Mr. Courtney, Deputy 
Minister of Finance, who was cele- 
brating his silver wedding. There Sir 
Julian met many of the leading citizens 
of Ottawa, It Is understood that the 
British Ambassador will complete his 
stay in Ottawa by Tuesday morning, 
when he will go to Quebec, From 
there he will journey to Toronto, re- 
turning to Washington by way of Nia- 
gara Falls, 

A review of the circumstances de- 
tailed by Capt. Howard in connection 
with the selzures he made on the coast 
of Labrador leads to the conclusion 
that the hero of the Gatling gun has 
acted within the law. The Customs 
Act imposes heayy penalties for the 
offences with which Capt, Howard 
charges the Newfoundlanders. In the 
first place, they had no right to hover 
around the Canadian coast waiting for 
an opportunity to land contraband 
goods, Section 113 of 49 Vic. enacts 
that any vessel hovering in British 
waters within one league of the coast 
may be boarded by the Customs officer 
and that he may stay on board so long 
us she remains, If the vessel fails to 
depart after twenty-four hours’ notice 
he may bring her Into port and ex- 
amine her cargo, whereupon any pro- 
hibited goods that she may have on 
board shall be forfeited. For failing 
to answer correctly questions put by 
the officer, a penaity of $400 may be 
imposed, By the next clause a vessel 
landing goods without the payment of 
duty is subject to a fine of double the 
value of the goods. The llith clause 
contains provisions against such con- 
duct as the Newfoundlanders are ac- 
cused of. It enacts that any vessel en- 
tering any port other than a port of 
entry, except under stress of weather, 
may be selzed and fined, For vessels 
under $800 in value a fine of $400 is im- 
posed, and for vessels of greater value 
a fine of $800 may be levied, Accord- 
ing to Capt. Howard's statement, each 
of these three clauses has been violat- 
ed. Whether or not further action will 
be taken against the offenders has not 
yet been decided by the department. 

An order has been passed which 
should prove a convenience to those in- 
tending to enter the Royal Military 
College. Hereafter the matriculation 
examination of certain universities 
will be accepted in place of the en- 
trance or preliminary examination or 
the college. The institutions named 
are the Toronto University, McGill 
College, Queen's College, Laval Uni- 
versity, University of New Brunswick, 
and Dalhousie College. Candidates 
must present themselyes within one 
year of matriculation, and on passing 
the medical examination will be rank- 
ed alphabetically after those who have 
passed the ordinary entrance ~@X- 
amination of the Royal Military Col- 
lege.

ARMENIAN CAUSE, 

London, Oct. 6.—It is said that strong 
party Influence is being brought to 
bear on the Salisbury Government in 
favour of modifying the demands that 
have been made on the Porte with re- 
ference to the Armenian massacres of 
last winter. Since the fall of the Lib- 


that Lord Rosebery threatened the 
Porte that if the demands of the pow- 
ers were not accepted in a specified 
time two of the chief Turkish ports, 
presumably Smyrna and Salonica, 
would be seized, and the Customs re- 
venues sequestered. The despatch of 
the Earl of Kimberley to this effect 
while he was Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs exists in the archives 
of the Foreign Office. Prime Minister 
Salisbury has from the outset con- 
tinued the policy of his predecessor. 
The presence of a British fleet at Lem- 
nos is explained as confirming the in- 
tention of the Government to occupy 
Turkish ports If the Porte should 
prove defiant or should unduly delay 
the settlement of the question, but the 
appolhtment of Kiamil Pasha as Grand 
Vizier, with other indications that the 
Sultan desires to satisfy the powers, 
has checked British action. Repre- 
Sentations have been sent to Lord 
Salisbury from many of his Conserva- 
tive adherents, advising him to follow 
the traditional British polley of sup- 
port to Turkey. These representations 
are likely to induce Lord Salisbury to 
relax the stringency of his demands. 


A SINGULARCASBR. 

London, Oct. 6.—A notable loss of 
memory case, involving a confusion of 
personality, is engaging the attention 
of scientists. A lady, who was sitting 
on the promenade at Brighton, found 
herself unable to tell her name, ad- 
dress, or anything of her life. She 
said she had felt something break in- 
side of her head. The authorities not 
being able to find out anything about 
her had her sent to the workhouse. 
There was nothing on her person that 
would lead to her identification. She 
conversed as an educated woman on 
the things around her, but her mind 
was perfectly blank as far as the past 
Was concerned.

Fourteen days or fourteen warships 
the sentence pronounced upon China by 
Great Britain. That is the way to do 
business, Issue an ultimatum and live up |, 
toit. Never mind diplomacy, never mind 
international comity, never mind anything 
but the object to be attained. It is o 
lesson the United States sadly needs to 
learn. If we were in similar we 
should dilly-dally along, make reprosonta- 
tions to Pekin, instruct the American 
Minister to invite the Emporor’s third as 
sistant butler to dinner and talk it over 
with him, discuss it in a dozen Cabinet 
meetings, make scrapbooks of the opinions 
of the newspapers, and, in short, shuffle 
along as well as possible until the cause of 
offence had been forgotten. 

But England, which has backbone 
enough to go after what it wants and cn- 
orgy cnough to geb it, expresses its do- 
mands in plain language and sends its 
warships to enforce them. 

That is the reason why the Union Jack 
is respected in cvery quarter of the world, 
why « British subject is seldom molested, 
and never molested with impunity, why 
American citizens are taken up and im- 
prisoned by anybody who has u fancy for 
diversion of that sort, and why the Stars 
and Stripes are no more regarded by 
other nations than the flag of Hayti or the 
flu of San Marino. 

(Hamilton Spectator.) 

When Premier Bowell said that the 
vacant position in the cabinet would have 
to be filled by a Frenchman he enunciated 
a principle in practical politics as practiced 
not only in Canada but by every federal 
Government. Tho Premier is criticised for 
his frank remark by journals whose basi- 
nosit is to find occasion for criticising 
him. ‘The best men, so it is said, should 
be celected for the cabinet, no matter what 
province of the Dominion or section of 
the population they may  reprosent. 
Theoretically this principle is right; 
but it would be quite impossible to 
carry on a Government on that basis. 
Some concessions must be mado to sec- 
tional sentiment. Suppose, for instance, a 
Premier was pont glined that all the best 
cabinet material in the house was to bo 
found among the representatives from 
Noya Scotia, and made up his cabinet en- 
tirely of Nova Scotians ; does anyone sup- 
pose that such » Government would live a 
Single session? Since the fedoral system 
was introduced into Canada, it has beon 
the aim of each Premier to so select his 
cabinet as to secure an casy balanco of pro- 
vincial representation in it. Fortunately 
it has not been a diflicult task to find men 
from every province who are fit to take 
charge of state denartments.

Rights of Self Defence. 

The rights of self defence in the protec- 
tion of person or property are frequently 
misunderstood. ‘I'he burglaries and house 
breakings which occur so frequently sug 
gest the consideration of this question of 
self defence, Ifa thief enters your pre- 
mises in the day-time with a view to theft 
only—otherwise known as house-breaking 

the owner or occupier has no legal right 
to use a deadly weapon on the intruder, 
So, again, even at night-time, ifa burglar 
intrudes with felonious intent it is illegal 
to shoot him down, ‘The distinction to be 
observed is this : [f you have reason to 
believe that your own life or that of your 
family isin immediate danger, you may 
use the revolver or sword, having first warn- 
ed the thief to depart. Otherwise,to shoot 
an unarmed burglar dead on the spot is 
held in law to constitute an act of man- 
slaughter. But the case is different if the 
burglar has a revolyer or bludgeon in his 
hand ; the carrying and display of the 
weapon at such a time and place presup- 
poses an intention not only to rob but to 
kill if he be interfered with. Then, it is 
often who shall ‘get the drop” first. 
Burglars and house thieves even have 
their legal rights so to speak, and one of 
them is that though they may break 
through and steal their lives shall not be 
wantonly sacrificed. No man with any 
sentiment of merey in his heart would 
shoot a burglar unless he had an assured 
reason to suppose that his own life was in 
peril.

ARMENIAN RIOTS, 


London, Oct. 7.—It was officially stat- 
ed this afternoon that the recent dis- 
turbances at Constantinople will not 
stop the negotiations which Great Brit- 
ain and the powers are carrying on 
with the Turkish Government, looking 
to refotm in the administration of Ar- 
menian aftairs. 

Sofla. Uct. 7.—A despatch from Con- 
stantinople, dated October 6th, says :— 
The representatives of the six powers 
have sent a collective note to the Turk- 
ish Government calling attention to 
the inadequate ineasures taken by the 
police authorities to maintain public 
tranquillity in Constantinople and its 
suburbs, and demanding the prompt 
institution of a rigorous inquiry into 
the recent rioting, bloodshed, and 
wholesale imprisonment of Armenians 
here. In addition the powers demand 
the release of all prisoners who are 
innocent of wrong-doing, and the ces- 
Fation of arrests: 

Said Pasha, the new Turkish Minis- 
ter for Foreign Affairs, who held this 
portfolio before he was made ‘rand 
Vizier, in which office he has 
been succeeded... by ..Kiamil Pasha, 
has called at the different in- 
bassies, and has _ presented to 
the représentatives of the powers a 
communication from the Turkish Gov- 
ernment, repeating the assurance that 
a plan for reform in Armenia has been 
accepted by the Porte. It is not be- 
lieved, however, that this will eatisfy 
the powers, 

There have been no further excesses, 
hewever, although a feeling of great 
disquiet still prevails, and fresh de- 
monstrations upon the part of the Ar- 
menians are feared. The Armenians 
who are still inside the Patriarchate 
church here, In wlich they sought re- 
fuge after the rioting of Mondiy lest, 
fired some shots at noon to-day, and 
it was feared that another outbreak 
was imminent. The police watching 
the building promptly notified the mili- 
tary authorities, and a strong force of 
troops was sent to this spot. The sol- 
diers immediately blocked all the ad- 
jacent streets. This action of the mill- 
tagy caused quite a panic among the 
inhabitants of that quarter, and they 
fled from their homes in all directions. 
The Ixurds then entcred the workshops 
along the quays, and expelled from 
them all the Armenians they could 
find. Later, it is claimed, the bodies 
of four Armenians were found. There 
is one feature of the police work which 
is attracting considerable attention, It 
Is frequently recalled that the gen- 
darmes, while making arrests, repeat- 
edly told the persons taken into cus- 
tody to “Call upon England to deliver 

you." Those who know the way of 

Turkish officials say that this shows 

thet the police were instructed to im- 

prees upon the minds of the Armenians 

that Great Britain was unable or un- 
willing to assist them in this emer- 
gency. Finally, many quurters of 

Stamboul have been placarded with no- 

tices inciting the populace figainst 

“the infidels.” The police, it is true, 

tear down these placards, but they are 

either unable or unwilling to do to } 

fore they bave been widely read, 
have had the effect anticipated upon 
the Mohammedsen population It is 
rot claimed that the Government is re- 
sponsible for this agitation, but 
work is being done, and the Govern- 

ment apparently js unable to put a

SOCIALIST CONGRESS. 


Breslau, Oct. 7.—Herr Liebknecht, in 
his Inaugural speech at the opening 
of the Socialist Congress to-day, refer- 
red to the remarks recently made by 
Emperor William of Germany, saying 
that attempts had lately been made to 
vilify the soclal democracy, but, the 
speaker added, that party could now 
defy defeat, no matter how 
bayonets Were at the disposal of those 
who wished for a trial of strength. 
Continuing, Herr Liebknecht said that 
if people wanted a fight the Socialist 
was their man, He added: “ The highest 
authority in the land throws down the 
gauntlet, and insults us, Let us take 
up the challenge, no matter who it 
may be who casts this mud at us. He 
is incapable touching us, for we are 
above his insults. The German Em- 
pire would first collapse, but Social- 
ism will triumph. A violation of uni- 
versal suffrage will be equivalent to 
the death warrant of the Imperial 
Government.” 

Herr Liebknecht’s speech was en- 
thusiastically applauded. In the hired 
hall in which the congress meets Is 
a life size portrait of the late Bm- 
; Peror Frederick. The Socialists wish- 
ed to veil it during the session of their 
| congress, but they were prevented 

from doing so by the police, where- 

upon the chafrman remarked that if 

the deliberations did not disturb &m- 

peror Frederick his portrait would 

not incommode the Socialists. 

The congress passed a resolution to 
__expel. from the party Dr. Ruedt, of 
Heidelberg, on the ground that, al- 
though he had been elected a dele- 
gate, he had absented himself from 
the congress, at the same time mak- 
ing the statement that ‘‘He had done 
with that lot.” 

Among the motions which the con- 
gress will have to consider are a 
large number dealing with the Agrar- 
jan programme, but they are by no 
means favourable to the new pro- 
posals. Several demands are made 
that the Agrarian programme shall 
be rejected without further ado, 
while those who do not go so far as 
this express the opinion that the 
committee whioh drafted the pro- 
gramme shall remain in existence in 
order to collect further material for 
the agitation In the rural districts. 
Requests are also to be considered 
that the Socialists make good their 
claim to be represented on the Pre- 
sidential bench of the Imperial Diet; 
that they should bring in annually a 
motion for the introduction of an 
elght-hours day and a minimum 
Wage, and that t! ehould demand 
a State prohibition of wet nurses, in 
view of the advantages of sterilized 
milk. Another motion, which is pro- 
mised good support, proposes that 
party officials and editors who are 
members of the Relchstag,and recelve 
a salary of 2,000 marks and more, shall 
not be paid for thetr parliamentary 
services One momber wishes the 
congress to pronounce that social 
| democracy combats religious com- 

munities and their representatives if 

the doctrines inculecated are opposed 

{to the proletariat war of liberation.

Tho testimony submitted on Monday was 
largely as to the mental condition of the 
murderer, as taken in Iveland by commis- 
sion. ‘This went to show that the prisoner 
was eccentric, and that prisoner remarked 
that he regarded any trivial assault upon 
himself as justifiable grounds for the use of 
firearms. Whilsta witness was walking along 
the river with Shortis once he fired at some 
firemen on a steamship. Shortis was of a 
very cruel nature. 

A very important point for the prosecu- 
tion was brought out in the reading of Dr. 
Garner's testimony before the Insanity 
Commission in the morning. Dr. Garner, 
under Mr. MacMaster’s examination, said 
he considered Dr, Maudesley one of the 
highest authorities on lunacy in Great 
Britain. He quite agreed with the expert 
that an insane porson could distinguish 
right from wrong, and of 674 patients 
under his care, 600 of them could so distin- 
guish. He also thought with Dr. Maud- 
esloy, that if a person supposed to be in- 
sane had a motive for committing a crime, 
such as obtaining a large sum of money, he 
could be held responsible tor his deed, 
He would not give an opinion, however, 
without studying the circumstances. 
Insanity might be hereditary in a person of 
weakly constitution, but if of a strong con- 
stitution it was unlikely. This evidence is 


considered by the prosecution as half their 
case.

The 
enly disappointment he showed was 
when the court refused ball, and order- 
ed him to be sent back to gaol, The 
case has been the Iengest and in Its } 
circumstances the most remarkable | 
ever heard before a Montreal court of 
justice. On the afterncon of the 2nd 
of March last Mrs. Demers, the prison- 
er’s wife, was found dead in her home 
at St. Henri. She had been brutally 
murdered by a blow, and her throat 
cut. Demers, when notified of the 
murder, was at work at a carriage 
factory in the city, where he was 
regularly employed. It was proved 
that he had gone to his work at the 
usual hour In the morning. There was 
considerable difference of opinion as 
to when the woman had been murder- 
ed, the welght of evidence being that 
she had been murdered early in the 
morning. The proof was entirely cir- 
cumstantial, there being no direct 
proof to connect Demess with the mur- 
der, The trial lasted for thirty days, 
and owing to the disagreement of the 
jury a new trial will be necessary. It 
Was learned that ten of the jurors 
stood for acquittal, while two were in 
favour of conviction, end would not 
give way. 

A meeting of the Marine Underwrit- 
Wrs' Association was held to-day to 
consider salyage of the Mariposa, It 
Woe decided to sell the sheep, cattle, 
and perishable goods stored at scat- 
tered points to the salvors. The cat- 
tle and sheep taken to Newfoundland 
are to be sold there, on account of 
the salvors and underwriters. A con- 
siderable portion of the cargo has 
been saved, and landed in St. John in 
Good condition, and it is intended to 
forward it to its original destination in 
Liverpool. This principally consists of 
lard, cheese, and box meats. The 
lumber is being piled in the vicinity 
of the wreck for the present. The 
total loss cannot be even approximate- 
ly estimated at present. Jobe Bros., 
of St. John’s, hereafter look after the 
interests of the ship's agents; and Mr. 
H, J. Stabb, of the same place, will 
represent the underwriters. Owing to 
the scattered condition of the salvaged 
cargo, and not knowing how long the 
Mariposa would hold together, no es- 
timate could be formed as to the value 
of the cargo so far taken out, or how 
much it would amount to eventually. 

There are now confined in cells in 
the different Police stations in this 
city nine men charged with arson, and 
tWo men who were arrested at 
the same time as their companions in 
crime are at liberty on a heavy bail 
and sworn to repeat in the witness 
box the testimony whfch they have al- 
ready given under oath, and which 
will surely settle the fate of the leader 
of the law breakers. The first men ar- 
rested were Haynes, Jenkins, and 
Clarke, in connection with the Boyd- 
Gillies and other fires. The latter two 
turned Queen's evidence when the case 
wes heard in enquete. On September 
8th the city was startled by the arrest 
of no less than elght citizens, all fair- 
ly well known, and some of them do- 
ing a good, profitable business. Among 
the elght were Willlam Thomas, John 
Beiser, Adolphe Sasseville, and Ed- 
win Richardson. ‘Two others manag- 
ed to escape, but every effort is still 
being made to capture them, It is 
Stated that one of the men has made 
a confession implicating others. The 
Crown hus evidence which is almost, if 
not quite, as conclusive in all the other 
cases. They kave come to the conclu- 
sion that the schemes were worked 
from New York, and accordingly as 
soon as the prisoners are arraigned 
before Judge Wurtele a commission 
will be asked for to go to New York 
and investigate. It is likely that this 
will be granted, and the trials post- 
poned until the next term of the Court 
of Queen's Bench. Detective Carpenter 
Spent an hour with Crown Prosecutor 
Quinn this morning. Then he paid a 
visit to Chief Hughes. It Is general- 
ly thought that other warrants are to 
be issued, but on this subject the au- 
thorities are very reticent. Fires in

It will be remembered that President 
Cleveland, almost on the eve of the 
election of 1888, sent Sir Lionel his 
passports because of a letter written 
by him to an alleged Englishman tn 
Californin, commenting upon the ap- 
proaching election. This pamphlet is 
Lord Sackville’s defence and explana- 
tion, after seven years, of that incl- 
dent. But probably the unprecedented 
part of it, and the part which has 
aroused very excited comment in the 
circles named, is, first, the freedom of 
his strictures upon American people 
and Americon public men, and sec- 
ond, his own expressed indignation 
that the British Minister should have 
accepted Mr, Bayard as Ambassador 
to this country, while as Secretary of 
State of the United States Mr, Bayard 
had wantonly insulted in person Its 
accredited representative. 

The pamphlet consists of fifty-two 
pages, 15,000 words, and, I am inform- 
ed, is of very Iimted Issue, not more 
than one hundred coples. These have 
been sent under seal only to leading 
forcign Ciplomats, the higher English 
officials, and a few personal friends, 

Except for a brief reference to it 
which appears in Mr, Labouchere’s 
Truth to-day, no English journal has 
apparently had any intimation of its 
existence, 

London, Oct. 9.—Imports from Can- 
ada to Great Britain increased £19,- 
00 in September, chiefly in oxen, sheep, 
fish, and iumber; and Increased £49,000 
in the nine months ended September 
30. Sheep imports advanced in the 
nine months £50,000, oxen £161,000, wheat 
flour £284,000, hams £35,000, butter £17,- 
000. Wheat declined £135,000, bacon 
£24,000, cheese £191,000, fish £56,000, 
wocd £82,000. Exports to Canada Iin- 
creased £27,009 in the month, and £300,- 
000 In the nine months. 

Copenhagen, Oct, 9,—A bill was tIn- 
troduced in the Folkething (Lower 
House of the Danish Parliament) to- 
day to authorize the appointment of 
twenty paid Consuls for Denmark. 
St. Petersburg, Oct. 9.—Details have 
reached here of the capsizing of a 
raft on the River Oka, near the yviltage 
of Ozery, upon which was a large 
number of persons. It is now learned 
that there Were 200 factory hands on 
board the raft when it capsized, and 
of the large number drowned 42 
bodies have been recovered thus far, 
including those of 25 women. Others 
are still missing, and it is feared that 
the death Ust will be largely increas- 
ed by the final record. 








CUBAN INSURRECTION, | 

London, Oct. 9—A despatch to the 
Times from Havyane, which will be 
published to-morrow, will say :—‘I 
have just returned from a long tour 
through the Province of Santa Clara, 
I found that the bitterness of feeling 
between the Cubans and Spaniards is 
growing stronger.

The three men in tho upstairs room 
dropped from the window and reached tho 
ground unharmed. In reply to the scarce- 
ly coherent supplications of the poor 
mother they declared that they had 
attempted to get to the children in the 
room adjoining theirs, but were driven 
back by the fire, which even then had full 
possession of the room. They added that 
they could neither hear nor see anything 
vf the children and supposed they had 
escaped, This statement appears to con- 
firm the belief that none of the victims 
awoke to consciousnes, and must have 
happily died a painless death. 

The names of the six poor victims of the 
appalling disaster are as follows; Char- 
lotte Lindsay, aged twenty-one years ; 
Pauline Victoria Lindsay, aged seventeen 
years; Rosina Lindsay, aged thirteen years; 
Thomas Adam Lindsay, aged eight years ;

ment has intimated to the Spanish Min- 
ister here that there Is need of prompt 
action on the part of his Government 
j nc putUng down the Cuban Insurrec- 
tion, It is quite probable that repre- 
| gentations may huve been made to 
Spain of the wisdom of aggressive and 
| netive operations against the Cuban in- 
surgents, but it fa thought the United 
States Government did not make these 
sugecslions, and that if made, they 
cule from Minister de Lome, and were 
based on his personals views of the sit- 
vation, and on his observation of the 
trend of sentiment in the United States, 
and his knowledge of the purpose of 
the friends of the insurgents to press 
their cause vigorously soon after the 
assembling of Congress, It is apparent 
that the Cuban Junta does not intend 
to urge recognition of the Insurgents 
as belligerents prior to the opening of 
Congress, while daily events point quite 
as strongly to a determination to force 
the question on the attention of Con- 
gress, in the bellef that the Legislative 
channel affords the most practicable 
route to the uccomplishment of some- 
thing in behalf of Cuban Independence, 
Senor de Lome left here to-day on # 
very early train, and therefore no in- 
formation could be gained from him 
concerning the Madrid despatch. 

Sofia, Oct, 11—A despatch from Con- 
stantinople, dated October 10, Says >— 
Ii is now stated upon good author- 
ity that the total number of killed, 
wounded, and missing Armenians, up 
to date, as a result of the recent riot- 
ing In this city, is more than 700, The 
dragomans of the various Embassies, 
accompanied by the cavasses, after re- 
ceiving instructions from the different 
Enyoys of the powers to assist th 
‘Turkish authorities in prevailing upon 
the Armenians to leaye the churches 
in which they sought refuge after the 
outbreak, at first proceeded to the Ar- 
menian chureh of Constantinople. 
There the Armenian bishop and the 
dragoman of the British Embassy ex- 
horted the Armenians to return to their 
homes, assuring them they had nothing 
to fear from the Turks, and that the 
strongest assurances had been given to 
the representatives of the powers by 
she Turkish Government that the lives 
and property of Armenians would be 
protected. After some further hesita- 
tion, consultation, and delay, the re- 
fugees declared they would not leave 
the church except on the following con- 
citions :—That amnesty be granted for 
political offences; that they be permit- 
ted to retain the arms In their posses- 
slon; that the prisens be opened for the 
Inspection of representatives of the 
powers; that all innocent prisoners be 
relessed. The dragomans refused to 

consider this proposition. In the mean- 
While, however, the Armenian women 
and children had come out of the 
church, but when they noticed that the 
men had not followed them they re- 
turned, weeping and crying out that 
they would be killed if they returned 
to their homes alone, and saying they 
preferred to die in the chureh. ‘The 
cragemans, in view of the obstinacy of 
the Armenians, had a conference dur- 
ing the afternoon with the Armenian 
patriarch, after which, owing to the ’ 
great influence of that prelate over his 
co-religionists, the evacuation of the 
Kumukapou cathedral commenced, As 
refugees left the cathedral the 
priests entered their names on a spe- 
cial list, while the cavasses searched | 
them. When arms were found upon 
the persens of the Armenians they 
were taken from them and deposited in 
the patriarchate. The evacuation of 
the other churches followed, the police 
not interfering with the work. In the 
Armenian church of Constantinople it 
Was subsequently announced 1,200 per- 
sons had sought refuge, and 600 re- 
fugees left the 1Xumukapou cathedral. 

Additional advices recelyed here to- 
day from Trebizoi.de, Armenia, show 
that the Mussulmans attacked the 
Christian quarter of that town and 
killed many of the Armenians. A num- 
ber of others sought refuge outside the 
town. 

The Russian Government has decld- 
ed to send a warship to Trebizonde.

Father Dunne, of 
the Christian Brothers, Galway, 
land, who had been 
a teacher at the school which Shortis 
attended in Waterford. He deposed 
that he had had the best opportuni- 
ties for observing Shortis’ character, 
and he found that his abilities were of 
a low order.

Every possible means 
were adopted to educate him, but he 
did not make any substantial progress. 
He was most childish *or his years, 
and was very eccentric in regard to 
the other school boys.

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PATAL ACCIDENT. 
Aylmer, Ont., Oct. 
distressing and fatal 
red here to-night at 6.15, when Mr, J. 
B. McDiarmid, manager of the elec- 
tric light plant, and proprictor of the 
hub and spoke factory and stave 
works, lost his life by the breaking 
of a 80-inch wooden pulley on a ma- 
chine in the stave works, As far as 
can be learned Mr, McDiarmid and 
Mr. Goff, an employe of the works, 
were fixing an old pulley on a new 
heading machine, and the pulley 
worked satisfactorily, They put on 
the belt, and started the machine. The 
two men were standing ten or twelve 
fect In the rear of the machine, Mr. 
McDiarmid directly behind the pul- 
ley, and Mr, Gott about three feet 
to the side of him. The machine had 
only been running a few minutes 
When, without any warning, one-half 
of the pulley flew backward, striking 
a large iron wheel of the machine and 
breaking it, and afterwards striking 
Mr. McDiarmid on the left side of the 
head, smashing it terribly. He was 
picked up and carried into the office, 
and Dr. Sinclair summoned. Al- 
though life was extinct the action of 
the pulse continued for some minutes, 
Mr, Goff fortunnataly escaped uin- 
jured, although considerably frighten- 
ed. Mr, McDiarmid was a well-known 
and highly respected citizen, having 
resided here for the past twenty 
years. He was a prominent member 
of the Baptist Church, a Reformer in 
politics, and was also connected with 
the Oddfellows. He leaves a widow 
and three children in comfortable cir- 
cumstances, He is a brother of Mr, 
Peter McDiarmid, of Sparta, Ont.; Mr. 
H. H, McDiarmid, Police Magistrate, 
of this town; and the Rey. A. P. Mc- 
Diarmld, of Toronto. Deceased car- 
ried a life insurance of $7,500. 


AN EMBEZZLER CAUGHT.

He was not 
recognized as Fee at first, but upon 
being questioned at beadquarters, his 
identity was established by Assistant 
Chief Hayden.

JOSIE BENNETT MULDER. 
Buffalo, N.Y., Oct. 11.—The taking 
of evidence in the trial of John Towe, 
charged with the murder of Josie Ben- 
nett, his mistress, who was found, 
strangled to death by a cloth tied 
around her neck, under the bed in her 
room on Elliot street in June, 1894, 
was completed to-day, and the case 
given to the jury. At 9 o'clock to- 
night the jury were unable to agree 
on a verdict, and the court was ad- 
jJourned till to-morrow morning. The 
defence called its principal witness to- 
day in the person of Ella Baker, who 
Keeps a rooming-house at 150 Oak 
street, where Josie Bennett had been 
living up to the day before she was 
murdered, The prosecution had woven 
a thread of circumstantial evidence 
around Towe which pointed strongly to 
him as the murderer, The Buker woman 
however, to-day swore that on the day 
before the murder a man came to her 
house with Jc who represented 
himself as Josle brother, The al- 
leged brother told a romantic story 
about finding his sister, and his desire 
to send her home to her parents.

He 
would be glad to tackle her again in ordtl- 
nary regattas here orin American waters. 
The use of aluminum in the constiuction of 
yachts, he said, had been proposed to him 
fifteen years ago, but he did not think it 
safe for a boatso constructed to cross the 
Atlantic.

Now, as to the precautions against 
obstinate good luck for punters, The 
first is in the fact that the gambling 
house Is a cercle-a club—to which 
admittance Is gained on presenting & 
card issued by the administration for 
one day only. This card has to be 
personally renewed every dely, and 
nothing is easier than to refuse this to 
a too persistent winner, No reison is 
vouched for the refusal, and the staff 
of “chuckers-out" within easy reach 
leok too convincing to attempt intrusion 
or arguments. Should the objectlon- 
able punter be too ble game for such 
@ summary proceeding there is quite 
an army of agents provocateurs, both 
men and women, around each table, 
and they, according to Instructions, 
pick a quarrel with the lucky player— 
generally over a stake—a row ensues, 
both parties are chucked out, and then 
the Inspector explains that the rule of 
the cercle Is not to admit again those 
who make a disturbance and spoll the 
partic. Recriminations are useless, and 
as watever Jaw or justice there is 
at Monte Carlo Is jn the hands of the 
“Societie des Bainw de Mer,” just as 
fs the police, there is neither protection 
nor appesl. 

It must, however, be explained here 
that these extreme measurs apply on- 
ly to succssful “‘martingalists''—system 
Players—or to “lightning’’ punters— 
gamblers who come every day for a 
few minutes, stake three times some 
maximums, win by some remarkable 
fluke and goaway. These afe the most 
hated, if only because of the supersti- 
tion as to playing sur Ja tete du ponte 
—that is, following en masse the stakes 
of a lucky player. There have been 
cases where successive banks have 
been broken thus, A roulette bank gen- 
erally starts with from £2,000 to £3,000, 
according to season, and the bank 1s 
considered broken when this sum Is 
lost. Very often when the bank hes 
been broken twice in succession the 
play is stopped at this particular ta- 
ble and the roulette taken away—an- 
other proof of the precautions referred 
to, and as a patent instance that the 
administration does not believe in the 
possibility of pure chance. It is either 
the roulette or the croupler that must 
be out of gear. 

As a matter of fact( a croupler does 
get out of gear, because after a certain 
time—15 to 30 minutes—he sets the disk 
moving and the ball rolling with the 
Same swing, so to say, and the result 
that the ball will fall time after time 
into the same section of the disk, The 
consequences of this phenomenon have 
been more than once disastrous on the 
bank in years past. Hence croupiers 
are changed every half hour, or each 
30 coups are made by a fresh hand. 
Some 800 coups are played dally at each 
table. As ao further proof that the 
hand can acquire a certain dynamic 
monotony, if one may use the expres- 
sion, and a high evenness of impulse 
may be cited the fact that at the 
crouplers’ school at’ the Condamnine

Keport of a Writer Who Visited a Scone 
| of Recent Massneves. 


The following letter has been recelv- 
d in Boston from a trustworthy Am- 
rican who has been the companton 
of an English Consul in a trip through 
a part of the Sasson region, where the 
survivors of the recent massacre arc, 
He says: 

"I write this sitting by the altar 
in a desecrated church, where its two 
martyred priests, Der Bedros and Der

Lessening Toll. ~ 


A new letter stamping machine has, 


just been introduced in the New York 
postoffice, which bids fair to accom- 
plish great things in the way of les- 
Sening the toil of the office’s employes. 
But, more than that, the new ma- 
jchine Is likely to be a godsend to the 
millions who-since Uncle Sam became 
the country’s meSqeager boy, have 
“twisted their eyes olt-oftheir-socket’ 
in vain attempts to discover the mean- 
ing supposed to be conveyed by varlous 
forms of blurs and blotches officially 
called postmarks. 

From 300 to 1,000 letters can be placed 
on its recelying bed at a time, and 
while it is running these through the 
mill others can be piled on, hence it 
can be run continuously as long as 
there are letter for it. Mr. Barry has 
made it stamp 650 letters in a minute, 
but this rate of speed Is slightly ab- 
normal, and if it will stamp 600 a 
minute on an average it does all that 
is asked of it. The best man In th: 
office cannot cancel more than 70 or 80 
letters In a minute with a hand stamp. 

The machine is simple. When the 
letters are brought in by the collec- 
tors they are arranged that the 
stamps are all in the upper right cor- 
ner, and put on the machine's recely- 
ing bed, which is a Httle over a yard 
long. The motor is turned on and the 
letters are pushed along the bed. As 
they move up against the front a need- 
le feed takes cach one separately and 
puShes it on to the printing roll. Tne 
roll is so arranged that it strikes the 
letter where the stamp should be, 
leaves the impression and at the same 
Kime pushes it through on to the re- 
celving bed, There a “stacker” a lively 
little steel arm, files around and thrusts 
it back out of the way, and the letter 
with the hundreds of others that have 
preceded it, Ils ready for the assorters, 
| The machine will stamp anything less 
| than five-eightha of an Inch In thick- 
packages and newspapers includ- 
ed, but it is intended only for letters 
and postal cards, and ita beat 
work on them.—New York Tribune, |

Ottawa, Oct, 18.—(Special)—At yes- 
terday's meeting of the Cabinet an 
order Was pa regarding the grades 
of wheat which, for the present sea- 
son, disposes of the question as to 
mixing, It was decided that there 
shall be no wheat that is scoured or 
brushed to remove smut or other fun- 
gold growth In the grade known 4s 
No, | Manitoba hard wheat. This 
prohibition will apply to the one grade 
only, In other respects the regula- 
tions, as already published, are un- 
changed The policy of the Inland 
Revenue Department all along has 
been to await the action of the Win- 
nipeg Grain Board, and act upon its 
Surgestion, Consequently, last years 
order was Onacted pending the meet- 
ing at Winnipeg. The Grain Board 
decided in favour of having one grade 
of wheat that was unmixed, and ac- 
cordingly that has been incorporated 
in the regulations. A special of ,the 
Canada Gazette will be issued on Mon- 
day giving the order in full. 

It was in everybody's mouth on Sat- 
urday that there is to be a session of 
Parliament at an early date ‘This no 
doubt arose from the fact that a spe- 
cial request was sent out on Saturday 
to all the departments to hasten the 
preparation of the estimates, Upon 
this basis it was surmised that not 
many weeks will elapse before the 
people's representatives will be called 
together for the despatch of business. 
What advice his Pxcellency’s advisers 
intend to tender him on this subject 
cannot be known until it is officially 
announced, or, at all events, until it 
has been decided upon. The fact, 
however, remains that the opinion is 
gathering strength that a session in 
the latter part of November or early 
in December Is on the cards. I 

The self-righteous Globe has manu- 
factured a bit of petty scandal which 
falls somewhat below the usual stand- 
ard of Liberal fictlon. A few days 

“ago it lectured the Conservative press 
on the sin of bearing false witness, be- 
cause certain journals had reproduced 
a statement attributed to Mr. Laurier 
by a Liberal paper. With this display 
of hypocrisy it returns to the old 
business of maligning public men. The 
particular falsehood that the Globe 
has this week lent itself to is the 
Statement that there was a scene be- 
tween Mr. Patterson and Mr, Ives 
after the recent banquet here to the 
Lientenant-Governor of Manitoba. Ac- 
cording to the eavesdropping Globe, 
Mr. Ives caused angry words by tell- 
ing the Lieutenant-Goyernor, in a 
private conversation, that had his 
views on the school question been 
known before he would have never 
been appointed.

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An Electrician Killed by Electrioity, 


Great Barrington, Mass., Oct. 13.— 
An accident which strikes to the heart 
of every citizen of Great Bar- 
rington happened here this evening, 
when Franklin L, Pope, an electrician, 
Whose skill has made him prominent 
throughout the electrical world, 
met his death by means of the 
same mysterious fluid that has 
made him famous. Mr, Pope 
went into the cellar to remedy some 
trouble in his electric lighting appara- 
tus. Soon afterwards, hearing a noise 
below, members of the family hastened 
into the cellar. There the electrician 
was found lying beside the converter 
lifeless, Three thousand volts had 
passed through his body. Franklin L. 
Pope was born 50 years ago in the 
same house in which he was to-day 
killed. He was well known the world 
over as a great electrican and invent- 
or, and to his energies in his chosen 
life work the world owes much.

Ban- 
croft Duvis, who was for a time : 
Sistant Secretary of State under Sec- 
retary Frelinghuysen, but who had 
retired before this Incident, received 
the following letter from General John 
C, Tibball (retired), of the United 
States army, detailing clreumstances 
heretofore not made public 

“122 Montague street, 
“Brooklyn, N.Y. 

“Dear Sir,--l have not Lord 
Sackville'’s pamphlet, and do not know 
in what connection he brings forward 
the circumstunces referred to (the 
cruise of the Chesapeake), but do 
know, as a matter of fact, that did 
occur, In the first purt of May, 1883, 
General Sherman took Lord Sagkville- 
West and family on @ nayy vessel, 
the Tallapoosa (perhaps), down the 
Chesapeake, on an ostensible junket- 
ing trip. They Were gone a week, or 
ten days. Meanwhile I, as aide-de- 
camp to General Sherman,took care of 
the British Legation in Washington. 
So far as I know no one Knew the 
reason for this action except Presi- 
dent Arthur, Secretary of War Lin- 
coln, General Sherman, and myself. But 
I presume there were those in the 
State Department who were aware of 
it. Of course the British Minister was 
in the secret, but I do not think it 
was known to his secretary at the 
t!me. General Ayres, commanding 
the troops at Washington barracks,and 
Chief of Police Col. Dye were to a 
degree aware of what Was going on.” 

London, Oct, 18.—The marriage of 
the Marquis of Worcester, who is 
nearly 50 years old, and has always 
been regarded as a confirmed old 
bachelor, has fluttered all the aristo- 
cratic dovecotes, If he have a son it 
Will cout out his nephew, young Henry 
Somers Somerset, author of “ The

U. S. FORBIGN POLILOY, 

London, Oct. 13.—The Speaker yester- 
day published a long article dealing 
with the evolution of the foreign policy 
of the United States, citing as examples 
the Venezuelan and Cuban questions, 
during the course of which it says :— 
“The United States, as a great power, 
is coming into foreign politics, and is 
coining to stay. The process of evo- 
lution of American foreign policy has 
been gradual, but unmistakable, and in 
th 
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> last few weeks we have had indl-' 


cations of the existence of aspirations , 


Which may at any moment lead to the 
active participation of America in a 
foreign war. Wer intervention in the 
Venezvelan dispute is not warranted by 
any treaty or precedent dn Internatton- 
al law, and can only be defended on 
the ground that the Monroe doctrine 
henceforth will be acted upon as goy- 
all the forelgn Policy of the 
United States. And what is more ser- 
ious Is, that it is not the Monroe doc- 
trine pure and simple, but that doc- 
{rine with developments. Her action 
means that the weaker States of Am- 
erlea can count upon the assistance of 
the United States in frontier disputes 
with any Huropean country. The pre- 
sent action undoubtedly does not go 
any further than the friendly sugges- 
tion thut we refer the question to ar- 
bitration; but it is backed and support- 
ed by claims which logically point to a 
declaration that interference with the 
frontier claimed by Venezuela will be 
regarded in Washington as a declara- 
tion of war against the United States. 
This is a serious affair, and it is to be 
feared that it is not quite appreciated 
at its proper value in Downing street.” 

The article sums up the situation by 
sayirg that—‘tEurope must under- 
stand that the people of the United 
States are decided, first of all, to pro- 
hibit, if neccessary with the bayonet and 
rifle, any extension of Huropean dom- 
jration, Secondly, that popular sentl- 
ment in the United States enthustiast- 
jeally favours every insurrectionary 
movement which aims at the removal 
of a European flag from American soll, 
This will entail force, expenditures, and 
complications. But these facts are not 
clearly seen yet by the American cltl- 
zen, Who blunders blindfold, but head 
long, along what used to be called the 
path of manifest destiny.” 

The Spectator prints a 
article on the Monree doctrine It 
says that Englishmen have no sort of 
objection to the true Monroe doctrine 
They want no extension of territory

BRITISH POLITICS.

London, Oct. 13.—The Liberals who 
are hostile to the coming conference 
of the National Liberal Clubs are be- 
ginning to realize the importance of 
the movement. Bvery Liberal and 
Radical Association will send two del- 
egates to the conference. The old 
clique of wire-pullers means to try to 
limit the discussion of the conference 
to party organization, but it is the 
general opinion that it will not suc- 
ceed. The leading delegates will not 
Submit to the repression of the debate 
of subjects to which the whole party 
is keenly alive. Everything bearing 
on the fortunes of Liberalism is cer- 
tain to be overhauled. The questions 
of a reform of the Executive Commit- 
tee of the National Liberal Federation, 
the continuance of Lord Rosebery 
and Sir William Harcourt as leaders 
of the party, and a revision of the 
Newcastle programme will be sub- 
mitted to the conference. 

The London branches of the Irish 
League held a meeting on Friday 
night to demand the expulsion from 
the party of Mr, Timothy Healy and 
his followers. ‘The object has the 
support of the bulk of the sections of 
the league throughout Great Britain. 
Should the first conference of the Irish 
Parllamentary party decide to wipe 
out the Healyites it will find general 
approval among the anti-Parnellites. 


THREATENED SHIPPING STRIKE. 


London, Oct. 12.—The threatened ship- 
ping strike at Belfast and on the Clyde 
Will be a big affulr unless the trouble 
is soon averted. The seat of the strike 
is at Belfast, where the engineers are 
striking for higher wages in view of 
improved trade. The Belfast shipown- 
ers have agreements with the Clyde, 
Tyneside, and other north coast yards, 
requiring the latter to shut out their 
own engineers if the men compel the 
Belfast yards to close. On Friday 38,000 
men in the Harland, and Wolff ond 
other yards at Belfast struck Work, 
and it is expected that 20,000 mien will 
Shortly be <3{>. If the Clyde yards 
close as @ajoted, more than 100,000 
workmen Will be out of work, and it 
is estimated that work will be sus- 
pended on 105 vessels now building in 
the Clyde yards, with an aggregate 
tonnage of 280,000. Much anxiety pe- 
vails about the Tyneside and north-east 
coast, where a stoppage of work would 
mean the dismissal of 120,000 engineers. 





Important Shipment of Apples, 

Grimsby, Oct. 13—On Saturday an 
important shipment of apples was 
made from this point to Sydney, N.S.W. 
The Board of Control of the Ontario 
fruit experiment stations, through its 
secretary here, is making this expert- 
ment in the hope that it may ve the 
means of opening up a good market for 
Ontirio apples at this season, when 
the markets of Australia are bare of 
fruit. One hundred and fifteen cases 
of beautiful apples, all wrapped in tis- 
Sue paper, and rowed carefully in the 
boxes, compose the lot. They xo hy 
way of Vancouver on the November 
steamer, reaching Sydney about De- 
cember lst, the October boat unfortu- 
nately being disabled. The varletles 
sent forwerd are Spy’, Crsnberry, Bald- 
win, and Greening.

Reliable Foreign Office opinion is, 
however, that it is not the Turkish 
Government, but that of China, which 
is urgently engaging the attention of 
the Ministers, Viceroy Chang-Chih- 
Tung, undaunted by the demonstra- 
tlon made lately by the British fleet 
on the Min river and the Yang-tse- 
Kiang, has curtly refused to be used 
as a medium to conyey to Pekin the 
British demands for a fuller enquiry 
into the Ku-Cheng massacre and rep- 
aration therefor. It is not believed 
that Great Britain will remain content 
with the action she has already taken, 
It is generally expected that another 
ultimatum will be sent simultaneous- 
ly to Chang-Chih-Tung and the Goy- 
ernment at Pekin within the next few 
days. Probably Lord Salisbury will 
consult with the fulk Cabinet before 
the ultimatum is sent, as the official 
expectation is that the issue of this 
ultimatum will be action on the part 
of the British squadron in Chinese wa- 
ters. 


The position recails a speech 
was made by Lord Salisbury as 
back as ‘71, during a debate in 
House of Lords on the massacre 
missionaries in Tien-Tsin. He then 
said that the Government of China 
did not have the power, even if it had 
the will, to preyent the native feeling 
against foreigners culminating in out- 
rages. The only way to deter the Chi- 
nese from committing such outrages 
Waar to inspire fear in the places where 
they took place.

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PRAIRIE FIRES NEAR WINNIPEG. 


Important Shipment of Applos to Australia 
—A Defaulting Bookkeopor Extradited— 
Attempted Escape of Murderer Hayward 


—An Insane Man in Hamilton Identified, 


Montreal, Oct. 13.—(Special,)—The an- 
nouncement§ that Mr, Charles M, 
Hays, vice-president and general man- 
ae of the Wabash Railway Company, 
had been offered, and had accepted, 
the general managership of the Grand 
Trunk Railway Company, will prob- 
ably be a matter of considerable sur- 
prise to many people. While there 
have been persistent rumours for sey- 
eral weeks that Mr, Seargeant had sent 
in his resignation, and while some col- 
our was lent to these rumours by Mr, 
Seargeant’s qualified denials, they fail- 
ed to gain general credence, and it 
Was generally understood that no 
changes would be announced until after 
the return of Sir Charles Wilson and 
the railway directors to London, The 
news, however, has leaked out, and 
there Is now no reason to doubt that 
Mr. Hays will become general man- 
ager at an early date. Mr. Seargeant, 
however, will retain his connection 
with the company in another capacity. 
There will be some other changes of 
minor importance. 

St. Louls, Mo., Oct. 13.—(Special.)— 
The news of Vice-President Hays’ re- 
tirement from the Wabash, and ap- 
pointment as general manager of the 
Grand Trunk is now fully confirmed. 
Mr, Hays’ contract with the Grand 
Trunk covers a period of five years, 
and hig salary is to be $25,000, not 
$410,000, as erroneously stated in press 
despatches. Negotiations have been 
in progress for about three weeks, but 
Mr. Hays’ resignation was not for- 
mally tendered to the Wabash man- 
agement until yesterday. It will be 
acted upon and accepted at a meet- 
ing of directors to be held on Tues- 
day or Wednesday. Until formal an- 
nouncement of the change, Mr. Hays 
positively refuses to discuss in any 
way the polley which he proposes to 
pusue on the Grand Trunk. It is 
known, however, that he Is to have 
absolute control of the road, and is 
not to be hampered by specific in- 
structions, except as to the general 
polley of the road, from the English 
Board of Directors. Mr, Hays is 
thoroughly familiar with every de- 
partment of railway work, and it is 
not doubted that he will make many 
changes, probably some very radical 
ones, 

It is said, on what Is belleved to be 
good authority, that In the near fu- 
ture there will be the closest kind of 
traffle alllance between the Wabash 
and the Grand Trunk, At present the 
Canadian Pacific gets the greater part 
of Wabash seaboard business at De- 
troit, but it is not known that there 
are any existing contracts to prevent 
the diversion of this traffic to the 
Grand Trunk under some new  ar- 
rangement. A Wabash-Grand Trunk 
combination would result in the for- 
mation of a through line from the 
Atlantic to the Missouri river by way 
of both St. Louls and Chicago, The 
two roads are active competitors only 
between Chicago and Detroit, and the 
combination would unquestionably be 
a strong one. Those who believe that 
this is the probsble outcome of the 
deal point to a number of alleged 
facts in support of their theory, and 
make out a plausible cave.

Major Ponton's promotion to the rank 
of Lt.-Colonel and commander of the 15th 
Battalion is most popular with both the 
mon and the citizons at large. Since Col. 
Henderson's death he has been in com- 
mand of the regiment provisionally and his 
enthusiasm has been contagious to the 
ofticors and men under him, The battalion 
scoms now in a fair way to becomo second 
to none in the Dominion. Col, Ponton 
began his military career as a private in 
the Queen’s Own in 1873 and adyanced to 
the rank of Sergeant in that regimant. Io 
was a member of the Queen’s Own from 
1873 to 1880, with the exception of three 
years that he attached himself to the Loth. 
He joined the late Capt. Crozier's company 
(No. 1) as Sergt. in 1874. He was gazet- 
ted Lieutenant in 1881 and Captain in 
1884. Ho was in command of No. 1 com- 
pany from 1882 until gazetted Major in 
1895, No. 1 company was always the 
leading company in the battalion in more 
than one senso, and from its members 
many ofticers in the Canadian militia have 
gone forth. 

‘The other promotions mentioned above 
are equally popular with that of Col Pon- 
ton. Neverin the history of tho battalion 
have so many ollicors qualified themselves 
for promotion in one year, 

Something as to the former commanders 
of the batallion may prove interesting at 
the present time. The battalion was or- 
ganized in 1862, with the late Lt.-Col. Ar- 
chibald Ponton in command. He was 
succceded by the late Lt.-Col. A. A. Camp- 
bell in 1866. At his death in 1876 Lt. Col. 
S$. S. Lazier took command, and held it till 
his retirement in 1894. He was succeeded 
hy the late Lt. Col. L, H. Henderson, who 
died on July 18th of the present year, Col. 
Ponton is therefore the fifth commander in 
thirty-three years, 

The Queen's and Regimental colors now 
in the ollicers’ quarters are quite historical, 
They were presented to the regiment by 
the ladies of the city, who formed a com- 
mittee under Mrs. (Capt.) Motge aud Mrs.

to seamen of the British barque Bute- 
shire for gallantry in saving the lives 
of American seamen In distress, The 
medals were forwarded by the depart- 
ment to Mr. H, &.

A circular was issued to-day by the 
Customs Department to the various 
collectors, calling their attention to 
the fact that the French treaty Is 
now in full force and effect.

He was married, and leaves a 
widow and children. In his trunk were 
found an insurance policy for $5,000 
in fuvour of his wife, and a key to a 
Safe deposit vault. "His relatives 
England have been cabled to-day 
about his death. 

At St. Vital Arthur Germain, aged 
12, perished in the flames while at- 
tempting to save his grandfather's 
hay stacks. His elder brother was 
also badly burned. The story of Ger- 
main's death is heartrending. His 
aged grandparents were away In Cy- 
press river county on Saturday night 
When the fire occurred. Shortly after 
dark the two Germain boys with the 
nelghbours went to fight the fires that 
seemed springing up on all sides. The 
elder brother lost Arthur in the dense 
smoke. Rushing to friends, himself 
enveloped in flames, he cried out for 
help to save his young brother, It 
Was too late. The boy's body was 
found, and when picked up it broke 
into pleces. 

At Carman thousands of tons of hay 
were destroyed, Thos. Seaborn's crop 
Was entirely ruined; J. P. Parsons, of 
Barnsley, lost 60 acres of crops; and 
W. Lears lost everything. 

At Oakville hundreds of tons of hay 
were burned. 

At Baldur, stacks and buildings were 
burned in all directions Those burned 
out are ;--Huston, Sexsmith, McKnight, 
Eralgy Gerolamy, Monkman, and Pres- 
on. 

At Mocsomin 50 stacks of wheat own- 
ed by one farmer were destroyed. An- 
other numed Nelsén lost stables, gran- 
ary, binder, etc,, 19 stacks of wheat, 
hay, in fact everything he had. 

At Portage la Prairle the fire {s still 
raging to the west and south-east. It 
is reported that two section hands of 
the Northern Pacific are dead. Near 
Bagot a farmer named Arnold lost 
everything. R. Clark had 29 stacks of 
Wheat burned, 

At Oak Bluff only two farmers entire- 
ly escaped. Among the losses are :—

The French 
fire not accused of torturing their 
prisoners for the sake of pleasure 
given by the spectacle of intense suf- 
fering: the torture Is merely a neces- 
sary incident of the indulgence of their 
passions. The soldiers accused of 
barbarities are not the savages and 
seml-savages of Dahomey, Algeria, and 
other flerce nations conquered by the 
French, These~ are comparatively 
well-behaved under military discipline. 
The worst offenders are said to be 
the sailors and marines, though the 
infantry Is bad enough. The conduct 
of which they are accused toward the 
native women and children may be de- 
scribed by two words—utter license; 
but these words do not convey to 
imagination an idea of the barbarity 
of the conquest that is described in 
unmentionable and almost incredible 
detail by persons who claim to have 
been eye-witnesses of it

The 
diamoter of the bullet is 303-thousands of 
aninch, having a muzzle velocity when fired 
of 2,000 feet per second, The rifle hasa 
range of 2,800 yards. Tho next longest 
range riflo is the Maunlicher adopted by 
Austria, which has a range of 2,500 yards, 
450 yards longer than any arms in use by 
European or Asiatic powers except Great 
Britain. The Lee-Metford is a magazine 
gun, firing LO shots without reloading, 
this being the second largest number of 
shots, The Vetterli, in use by Italy and 
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The Australians will buy Canadian

000; Austria-Iungary, 700,744 ; Turkey 
has 185,004 and Great Britain, 136,200. 
Including the ficll reserve, first re- 
serve and second referve, the grand 
totals, including all enlisted men : 
Russia, 7,812,792; France, 4,745,000 ; 
Germany, 2,977,620; Austria-Hungary, 
2,109,731 ; Turkey, °960,400 ; Great Brit- 
ain, 1,179,626.

They 
were most hospitably entertained at Mer- 
rickville, ufter the meeting yesterday, by 
the Rey, Dr. John Mutr. a retired Angli- 
can minister, and a reception followed, at 
which short speeches were delivered by 
Mr. Laurier and Mr. MeMillan, M.P.

London, Oct. 16.—One of the man- 
agers of Elkington & Co,, the. well- 
known silversmiths of Regént stfeet, 
Cheapside, Myddelton street, and of 
Caleutta, who claim the distinction 
of being silversmiths “by special ap- 
pointment to her Majesty the Queen, 
H.R.H. the Prince of Wales, H.M. 
the Emperor 6f Austria, and H.M, the 
King of the Belgians/” has beér-are 
rested in connection with the robbery 
of thirty-one Ingots of silver, valued 
at about $25,000, In transit over the 
Midland Railway Gompany. The sil- 
ver was stolen in broad daylight, on | 
Sept. 25 last, on Ossulstor street, 
Somers town, London, with a horse and 
wagyon, in which the bullion was be- 
ing conveyed {fom the Midland rail- 
Way station to Messrs. Sharps and 
Wilkins, of Great Winchester street, 
this city. The prisoner fs the manager 
of the branch store in this city, and it 
is understood that some of the stolen 
ingots have been found on the prem- 
ises. -

These 
sacks were the property of potato 
salesmen in varlous London markets, 
and no attempt had been made to 
obliterate the names and marks on 
them. As the silver bars are known 
to have been coyered up in similar 
sacks in order to lessen the chances of 
detection, the depositing of the sacks 
in the garden was regarded in some 
quarters as an intimation to the po- 
lice that, the silver having been dis- 
posed of, the thieves had no further 
use for the sacks

It was well known that 
Mr. Curran had once before been of- 
fered a judgeship by another Premier 
Which he had not then seen fit to ac- 
cept. and when he had desired to re- 
Ure to the bench he (the Premier) 
thought that he was perfectly entitled 
by his position as Solicitor-General, in 
addition to his long service, to do so. 
The Premier pointed out that the prac- 
tice .of appointing Attorneys-General 
and Solicitors-General to the bench 
was constantly followed in England, 
and instanced the most recent case, 
that of Sir Cnarles Russell, who was 
Attorney-General in Lord Rosebery’s 
Administration, and who had been ap- 
pointed to one of the highest judicial 
positions in the Empire. The Premier 
added that, although Sir Charles Rus- 
sell was a Roman Cotholic, that had 
never once been mentioned in Eng- 
land as an objection to the appoint- 
ment. Indeed, he doubted whether 
one-half the people knew what religion 
Sir Charles was, and the other half 
did not care. They knew he was a 
tompetent man and the appointment 
ee a good one, and that was suffici- 
ent. 

An interesting analysis of the tariff 
legislation of Canada since 1877 is 
made by Mr. Johnson in the year book 
which was Issued to-day, It shows 
that under the Liberal free trade 
tariff animals and articles of food 
Were taxed 26 per cent., whereas un- 
der the protective tarlff they are tax- 
ed 23 per cent. The duty on manufac- 
tured articles was 17 per cent, in 1877, 
and 29 per cent. in 1894, The free 
traders who taxed the necessaries of 
life higher than they are. now taxed 
admitted luxuries and articles of vol- 
untary use at a correspondingly low 
figure, These paid in 1877 at the rate 
of 34 1-2 per cent.. whereas in 1894 
they contribute to the publie revenue 
more than 62 per cent. Mr, Johnson's 
impartial investization ef the subject, 
which is quite comprehensive, will do 
much to make clear the difference be- 
tween protection and free trade as the 
Canadian Liberals practise it.

He testified that he had twice 
visited Shortis in Beauharnols gaol, 
from his observations at 
these visits, and the evidence he had 
beard given in court, he had come to 
the conclusion that the prisoner was 
a congenital imbecile, upon which in- 
sanity had superyened. So far as wit- 
ness could judge there had been an 
arrest of brain development when 
Shortis was eleven or twelve years of 
age, and from the evidence that had 
been given, it seemed to witness that 
the pranks the accused was alleged to 
have committed were not those of a 
malicious boy, but of a boy who had a 
ehild’s mind in a man’s body. In wit- 
ness’ opiniém Shortis was, and had 

een, the vict.; of delusional insan- 
ity. He also had hallucinations of see- 
ing and hearing. Witness knew of no 
parallel case Of such boyish, childish, 
senseless actions as those committed 
by Shortis, in which there sould be no 
benefit to himself, end for which thore 
was no motive except a boyish lack or 
judgement and diseretion, upon which 
Was Implanted an insane temperament. 
Shortis had no appreciation of the 
consequences of bis acts, and his men- 
tal condition was such that there was 
no chance of his recovery. Witness 
did not think that at the time of the 
tragedy Shortis was capable of appre- 
ciating his act, and of knowing that 
it was wrong. 


MANITOBA MATTERS, 

Winnipeg, Oct. 17.—(Special,) — Mr.

Montreal, Oct. 17.—(Special.) — The 
Gelegates appointed by the various par- 
ishes in Jacques Cartier county to 
choose a Conservative candidate to fill 
the vacancy in the House of Commons 
eaused by the elevation of Mr. Girou- 
ard to the bench met here this after- 
noon.

‘The burglars then got the 
money—$120—and decamped- 

When daylight came Mrs. Wright 
notified the neighbours and Constable 
East was called in. She was go fright- 
ened that she was ill the following 
day. All efforts to trace the burglars 
have been unayailing. They are prob- 
ably members of a gang that has been 
carrying on burglaries in Ontario 
county, The men were disguised so 
that Mrs. Wright could not identify 
them. The neighbourhood is very 
much alarmed. There is not the slight- 
est doubt but they would have carried 
out their terrible threat and tortured 
Mrs. Wright, and pertheps murdered 
her, had they been foiled in their 
rearch for plunder. 

MURDER AT SEA. 

San Francisco, Cal, Oct. 18.—The 
double hanging of St. Clair and Han- 
sen‘ took place in the San Quentin 
prison at 3 o'clock this afternoon. 

The crime for which §t. Clair and 
Hansen were hanged was murder on 
the high seas. They killed Mate Pitz- 
gerald, of the barque Hesper, and 
threw his body overboard. The story 
of the murder c2:¢ » mutiny on the 
Hesper reads like an old-time pirate 
story, Instead of a tale of modern 
crime. The barque Hesper sailed from 
Neweastle, Nova Scotia, on the 22nd 
of December, 1894, bound for Honolulu. 
Thonas St. Clair, Hans Hansen, Her- 
man Sparf, and others were members 
cf the crew. St. Clair planned a 
mutiny and the others joined in the 
conspiracy. They planned to seize the 
vessel, after murdering its _ officers, 
and sail to Chill and engage in coast- 
wise trade, It was decided to kill all 
the officers, beginning with Morris 
Fitzgerald, the second mate, who was 
pot popular. The night of January 
18th, 1894, was selected for the disposal 
of the office The starboard watch, 
which was eS ser wemotne ce 
to 12 that n : arts Gh wasjothe 
ee taatp BeBe jr, Hang Han- 
sen, and Herman Sparf. The murder 
of Titzgerald was accomplished ac- 
cording ww programmer dt wee a 
black night, and there was a very 
heavy wind. Fitzgerald was invecigled 
by St. Clair to the after-part of the 
vessel, and there set upon by three of 
the assassins.

If tho pro- 
vince has not prohibitive power, wo must 
tako immediate steps to secure such further 
curtailment of the traflic as is undoubted- 
ly within the power of the province. 
Meanwhile the agitation for national pro- 
hibition will be vigorously carried on.” 


ANTELLIGENCER. 
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The circular winds up with a vigorous 
appeal for the active co-operation of all 
fi ionds of the tompermnce cause, 

Tho appearance of the Dominion Alli- 
ance circular has put the Ontario License 
HIolders’ Protective Association on the 
alert, and they have lost no timo in try- 
ing to offset the offorts of the Alliance. 
Securing a copy of the Alliance circular, 
the License Holders had 5,000 covies 
printed, along with a circular of their own, 
and the twocirculars haye been sent out 
to every license holder in the proyince. 

The license holder is invited to careful- 
ly read over tho Doiminion Alliance circu 
lar, with the object of spurring him on to 
yreater activity in opposition to the tem- 
perance movement, Chey are especially 
advised to take note of the methods adopt- 
ed by the Alliance in election contests, 
particularly in securing a **return of rep- 
resontatives who are. Prohibitionists, with- 
out regard to party, also that they have 
been cnabled to secure the adoption of 
many valuable prohibitions to the License 
Act of chis province, more especially the 
Local Option Law, under which munici- 
palities may by volo prohibit tho salo of 
liquor within their limits. They further- 
more set forth that if the decision of the 
Privy Council does not give to the pro- 
vince the right to prohibit the mann- 
factureand sale of intoxicating liquors, 
then they willtake immediate steps to 
secure such further curtailment of the 
trallic as is within the power of the 
province.” 

All of which is urged as a special reason 
why vyery license holder should at once 
come to the assistance of the Protective 
Association, in order that the trade nay be 
Handed together, *‘and thereby forming a 
strony organization, which would be able 
to combat the efforts of the Dominion Alli- 
ance or other temporance bodies, and pre- 
yent further restrictive and prohibitive 
mvasures from becoming part of the License 
Act of this Province. 

“The Jast session of the Local Legisli- 
ture was the first meeting of that body for 
years at which no amendment advocated 
by the temperance? party became law, and 
this result was attained by the work put 
forward by the Association.” 

Tho question is asked whether they pre- 
fer to be annihilated within the next four 
or five years, or to fight for their rights wand 
privileges. The formation of local organiz- 
ations is urged fox ivery district.

with pillars constructed to prevent the 
walla from straining. At the entrance of 
tho church is a bell tower. On one of 
the bells in this tower the phenomenon 
of the trembling pillar depends. When 
this bell is rung or even touched the top 
of the pillar sways. 

[t coesand returns about seven 
on cach side, although the base of the 
pillar is immovable, aud the stones are so 
linmly cemented that it seems like a solid 
pier cof stone. 

An authority who states that no satis- 
solution of this. peculiarity has 
been given, writes: ‘What is very sin 
vular is that although the four bells are 
about the same distance from the trem- 
bling pillar, only one of them has any 
eflect on it. The others may be rung 
singly or all together without moving it.”

kitchen receives. There Is also 
siderable saving of UUme, the mig 
man and the peddlers of wares soon 
discover that there fs neither pleasure 
nor profit in the area, The humaptl- 
tarian aspect of this kitchen ts worth 
notice when one reflects on the army 
of servants that spend their lives In 
basements, Inaccessible to air and 
light. 

The mistress this kitchen says 
that by organizing her houschold care- 
Tully fewer, not piore, Servants are re- 
quired, A “lift” is worked at stated 
intervals by the man who manages the 
furnnee; everything not taken up to 
the kitchen on these occasions Is sent 
up ona dumb waiter, A servants’ stulr 
Way is prettily screened off by an or- 
rangement of spindles, The clothes are 
dried on the top of the house; and in 
a cold mom above the kitchen the 
meats are hung and the perishable 
food kept. 

In one of the first of the serles of 
new kitchens bullt in tho show houses 
of town the provision for alr is admir- 
able. The windows are screened by 
wrought iron gratings. Inside these 
windows are filled with shelving panes 
of glass, which may be adjusted to 
freely admit air, yet which prevents the 
curious outsiders from seeing what the 
inmates are to have for dinner. An- 
other provision prevents them from 
Smelling the dishes. The range Is 
built in the remote corner of the room 

near the main ventilating shaft. The 
large hood over the range connects 
with this, and gathering all the steam 
and odours passes them through and 
out of the house without losing a sin- 
gle smell, 

tHere the chef moves with a cherry 
table at his back, on one side the 
pot closet, in which his copper treas- 
ures are kept; on the other his dresser. 
This dresser has no other back than 
the enamelled tiles that cover the 
walls, This fs a consideration ina city 
Oversupplied with Croton bugs, which 
prefer to colonise in the seams of 
dressers that they pry open for that 
purpose. The floor is laid tn grey and 
white encaustic tiles, and the walls 
are lined with cream enamelled tiles, 
Th cleaning of the kitchen is done with 
a hose. r 

The kitchen in the grey Vanderbilt 
chateau Is a thing of beauty, The floor 
is Of marble, the tables, the sinks, the 
shelves and the things rarely moved 
are of marble. The walls are Ilned 
with cream-enamelled tiles, and all the 
angles are bound with brass. Where 
these meet the doors and windows 
thy are covered with metal mouldings, 
thus dispensing with the wooden 
trim. The celling Is of white enamell d 
tiles Iaid In cement, and each tile 1s 
secured by a metal bolt. Over the 
large double range fs a semi-circular 
hood enriched with embosed copper or- 
naments, and swung from iron bars 
Wrought in spiral foliations, 

The cooking utensils are In keeping 
with this splendor. They are of cop- 
per, with wrought-iron handles, many 
of them ornamented; some of 
them have been oopled from special 
piceces in the Cluny and other museums, 
Leading from the kitchen to the but- 
ler’s pantry above is a spiral stairway 
inclosed In a glass to shut out pos- 
sible odour and yet retain the light. 
This has been done so successfully 
that, although the butler’s pantry Is 
directly above the kitchen, nothing dis- 
agreeable makes its way aloft. 

Connected with the kitchen, but un- 
der the sidewalk, is a series of vaults, 
These are for ice, meat, vegetables and 
eggs, and are built in three sections 
of hollow masonry, that they may be 
kept free from damp, and to insure 
perfect ventilation. The heavier artl- 
cles, such as_ ice and meat, are let in 
through the sidewalk with derrick and 
hoist. Another feature of the kitchen 
should be alluded to. This Is the dfain 
and hose outlet in the centre of the 
marble floor, for it is with the hose 
that the kitchen is kept clean. 

The kitchens in some of the apart- 
ment houses are beautiful indeed. These 
are small, but calculated to a nicety. 
In fact, except when there Is a large 
staff of servants, it is a mistake to 
have a large kitchen. It wastes time 
and taxes the rtrength of the cook to 
cover more space than Is necessary. As 
these kitchens are placed in the least 
desirable parts of the house, every care 
is taken to give them all the light and 
air possible The tiles, sometimes 
made gayer with tiles of pink and 
blue. The sinks are porcelain-lined, 
and the faucets silver plated. The 
cupboards and dressers are in Ught 
natural woods, and the glass unspot- 
ted. The cook feels that she Is a 
precious thing enclosed in a jewel box 
and one may hope that she strives to 
live up to the situation—New York 
Tribune.

The highest barometer-pressure ever 
recorded is belleved to have been noted 
at Irkutsk, Siberia, on January M4, 1893, 
the reading being 31.8, This phenom- 
enon was attended with very low tem- 
perature, the mereury dropping trom 
26 to 51 degrees below zero in two and 
one-half hours. On the same day there 
were several ciivervations ‘made in 
North Sweden, which showed a read- 
ing of more than 70 degrees below 
zero. 

The lowest pressure ever recorded 
by skilled meteorologists was 27.8 
inches, This reading was taken on 
beard a British ship during the prev- 
alence of a severe storm on the Bay 
of Bengal in 1885. The area of this 
amazing low pressure was found by 
observation to be less than 3,000 feet 
in diameter,

crobe—that is, a microbe so treated 
that his power of doling harm has 
been reduced to a low degree—is In- 
troduced into a body he will produce 
an indisposition, which is not itself 
serious, but which Is sufficient to ren- 
der the body proof against attacks of 
the original microbe. 

‘How M. Pasteur discovered that it 
fs possible to so treat a microbe that 
his power of evil is of any degree- 
that is to “exalt’’ as well as to “at- 
tenuate’ him. Having these microbes 
of varying strengths he  injvent- 
ed a method of graduating vaccin- 
ation—that fs, by beginning with a 
virus of low degree and increasing 
each day the strength of the virus, an 
operator arrives at a point where he 
can vaccinate an body with a virus 
stronger than there is any danger of 
its ever being exposed to in nature. 
He thus secures lasting immunity. 
Thus, in vaccinating against rebies, the 
patient is treated first with a weuk 
virus; this is followed by one more 
powerful, and so on, until at the end 
a highly exalted one Is injected safely. 
Such is the treatment practised tin 
the now celebrated Pusteur Institute, 
in the Ru Dutot, Paris, which is sup- 
ported by the State, and has been vis- 
ited for treatment by persons from all 
parts of the world, 

METHOD OF INVESTIGATION, 

It was In 1880 that M. Pasteur began 
with his collaborator, M. Roux, the 
study of rabies. He first found that 
the virus of rables only exists in a 
pure state In the nervous system, He 
then found that by placing directly 
the virus on the surface of the brain 
of a dog under experiment the uncer- 
tainty of the period of incubation was 
done away with, Soon, after a serics 
of inoculations from rabbit 'o rabble, 
these animals when Inoculated fn the 
brain died from rables after a fixed 
period of incubation of seven days. M. 
Pasteur had therefore in his possession 
a pure virus with a regular and con- 
stant action, and was in a position to 
take the last step In the subject. As 
he could not act directly on the mi- 
crobes of rabies, he undertovk to at- 
tenunte It in its abode of predilection, 
the nervous tissues. He therefore took 
the spine of a dead rabbit and set It 
to dry in a bottle with two tubes con- 
taining dry air. Each day the tissue 
and virus lost a little of its stre neth, 
which was reduced tg a minimuin on 
the fifteenth day, 

Once in possession Of a scnie of viri- 
lence going from the deadly nervous 
tissue in a fresh condition to the at- 
tenuated tissue two Weeks ld, he be- 
gan his vaccinating experiments with 
dogs before and after infection by In- 
oculating fragments of tissue mixed 
with sterilized water and of increasing

LIVED IN SKINNED PEACE. 

Such were some of ‘the principal 
labors of the great sayant who has 
just passed away. His llfe was a 
quiet one “in the serene peace of lab- 
oratories and libraries,” and the chief 
landmarks in it are soon told. .He was 
successively assistant in physical scl- 
ence, and preparator in chemistry at 
the Ecole Normale and doctor of 
sciences. A few years later he became 
professor in Strasburg, then dean of 
the sclentific faculty of Lille, From 
this city he was, in 1857, recalled to 
Parls to become director of scientific 
studies at the Kcole Normale, then 
professor of geology, physics and chem- 
Istry at the Beaux Arts; finally pro- 
fessor of chemistry at the Sorbonne. 
The Academy of Sciences, the Acade- 
my of Medicine, and, finally, the French 
Academy opened their doors to him. 

In 1874 he was yoted o life annully 
of 12,000f, which the following year Was 
increased by 6,000f. He was made 
Grand Officer of the Legton of Honor 
in 1878, From the entire world he has 
received the most flattering and en- 
Viable honors and distinctions. On 
December 27,1892, on the motion of the 
medical and surgical section of the 
Academy of Sciences, the seventicth 
anniversary of his birth was ceéle- 
brated in the old Sorbonne, The Presl- 
dent of the Republic, the Ministers, the 
Members of Parliament, the diplomatic 
body, the scientific societies of France 
and delegates from the universities and 
colleges of the whole world came and 
presented to Pasteur the tribute of 
thelr enthusiastic admiration, 

Only once did Pasteur issue from hls 
working retreat, This wes in 1871, 
during the bombardment of Paris by 
the Germans, Pasteur wrote to the 
j dean of the University of Bonn to re- 
quest him to erase his name from the 
list of honorary dectors of the univer- 
sity “as a mark of the indignation felt 
by a French savant for the barbarism 
and hypocri which to satisfy crim- 
inal pride persist in the massacre of 
two great nations.”

Though nothing has been known of- 
ficially as to the result of hia mission,

The 
submission of the Porte to the demands 
made by Great Britain, France, and 
Itussia relative to the reform of the 
administration in Armenia appears to 
be considered as only a brief respite 
from the gravest developments. 

Since Mr. Goschen's return from the 
Continent orders have been sent to 
Gibraltar to expedite the construction 
of the new dock there for the use of 
the British Mediterranean squadron. 

Whether or not Gibraltar Is of the 
first strategic importance, the Govern- 
ment treats it as a great naval basis 
for the future struggles for supremacy 
in the Mediterranean.

PAN-ANGLICAN CONFERENCE. 

The Archbishop of 
Canterbury announces that a Pan-

According to the 
official figures published last week, 
there is a deficit for the last fiscal 
year of $4,079,582, In February last 
Sir Richard was sure there would be 
a deficit of $6,000,000, and told the con- 
fiding Liberals of Amherstburg that 
the Government was afraid to meet 
Parliament with so great a shortage 
in view. . Later on, in Bowmanyille, 
the rueful knight modified his caleula- 
tion, but declared that there must 
positively be a shortage of from five to 
six millions. Recent events show 
that the financial critic of the Opposi- 
tion was from 25 to 50 per cent. wrong 
in his calculations. 

The pages which are devoted in the 
year-book to the trade and commerce 
of Canada -form an accurate record of 
the effect of the protective policy. 
They embrace the period from 1877 to 
1894, In the figures which are given 
it is shown how the interests of both 
the farming and industrial classes 
have been conserved. For instance, in 
1877, under free trade, outside competi- 
tion deprived the farmers of the home 
market to the extent of $29,381,445. 
Since then there has been great de- 
velopment and expansion along all 
lines; yet in 1894 the imports of articles 
of food and animals reached only $20,- 
748,874, Under free trade we spent 
$36,780,501 abroad in manufactured 
urticles, and, considering the deyelop- 
ment of the country, the trade, which 
was $37,875,314 in 1894, has not in- 
creased. But the great expansion of 
our iImportations has been in those 
articles which are either raw materials 
for manufacturing or are for use in 
the mechanical arts. These show the 
progress of the country, as well as 
the difference between the Liberal and 
the Conservative policies. In 1877, un- 
der Liberal rule, the articles in a crude 
condition brought in to afford employ- 
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| ment to our people were valued at $9,- 


$52,573, After sixteen years of pro- 
tection, Canada imported in 1894 raw 
material to the value of $23,285,334. The 
articles wholly or partially manufac- 
tured for use as material in the manu- 
factures and mechanical arts repre- 
sented in 1877 a trade of $11,521,185, 
whereas in 1894 this had expanded to 
$17,532,664. These figures show that 
since 1878 the farmers have gradually 
obtained a firmer hold on the home 
market, and at the same time there 
been an enormous expansion of 
the importation of raw material that 
gives employment to labour and mafts 
that market valuable,

A MISSING WIL 


Miss Atkins Benefits by Mr. 
Young’s Last Testament. 


AMERICAN MAILS IN CANADa 


A Young Man Tries to Cut His Throat in 
Toronto—John W. MacKay, jr., Killed in 
Paris—The Duke of Marlborough Arrest- 
ed in New York—Mr. Laurier at Markham. 


Hamilton, Oct. 20.—(Special.)—Whilo 
Charles Peel, an employe of the Saw- 
yer-Massey Company, was engaged 
With two other men in tearing down 
an old brick structure near the fac- 
tory on Friday, the wall collapsed.

The line made by the 
Amacura and Cuytani rivers is prac- 
tically what is known as the Schom- 
burg line. Included within it is all 
the territory on the south bank and at 
the mouth of the Orinoco river. The 
British already occupy the © north 
bank, so that the official assertion of 
this claim to the south bank gives 
them the entire entrance to the great 
waterway of South’) America. Includ- 
ed also within the line of the two 
rivers is a large part—probably one- 
half—of the tract recently granted by 
Venezuela to a United States syndl- 
cate, Under the foregoing circum- 
Stances, the statement of the Foreign 
Office is said to sweep aside all basis 
of comprontse or arbitration, such as 
the United States has urged, and to 
be a final insistence of British sover- 
eignty over the essential territory at 
issue covering and commanding the 
south bank of the Orinoco.

representations made to him by the 
fruit-growers, has thought it advisable 
to continue next year the experiments 
respecting shipments of fruits by cold 
storage, and having that object in view 
he will ask the Counell to submit to 
Parliament the itneluding of this in- 
terest in any vote which may be taken 
for further trial of the cold storage of 
dairy products. 

According te a report received at the 
Department of Marine and Fisheries, 
the live stock trade promises this sea- 
son to be considerably in advance of 
that of last year. The shipments of 
sheep and horses from the port of | 
Montreal already exceed last season's 
Shipments, and there {fs a. month's 
trade yet to be counted upon. The 
sheep exported from Montreal to date 
number 151,679, whereas the total for 
last year was 139,780. The cattle ex- 
ported so far number 84,923, against 
$6,635 for the entire*season of 1894. The 
horses sent abroad reach 11,021, as 
against last season. There fs | 
every prospect that in every branch of 
the live stock trade a marked improve- 
roent will be recorded this year. The 
largest shipment of live stock that ever 
left Montreal was placed on the steam- 
ship Scotsman, for Liverpool, a few 
days ago, It consisted of 789 cattle. 
6,316 sheep, and ten horses. 

It is believed that Mr. John Lowe, 
the Deputy Minister of Agriculture, 
Who has applied’ for superannuation, 
will be retained in the service of the 
department as technical referee. At 
his advanced years the application for 
relief from the charge of a large de- 
partment is not to be wondered at. 
But it is likely that the special know- 
ledge he has acquired of subjects to 
which he has devoted long and par- 
ticular study will be preserved to the 
service of the country in another ca- 
pacity. 

The water in the Ottawa river con- 
tinues to recede every day, and pre- 
sents a growing menace to navigation. 
Shoals in the bed of the river, and | 
accumulated banks of sawdust, which 
have been growing from year to year, 
are now showing themselves in spots 
Which were considered perfectly safe. 
Navigation on the Ottawa has been 
falling off since the middle of sum- 
mer, and only one or two boats of 
heavy draught are now working.

Those 
Who have seen the ancient bronzes in 
the British Museum cannot fall to | 
notice the dark greenish bloom on their 
surface—which is the result, probably, 
of the action of the atmosphere on 
the metal during a long series of yeurs 
—nnd it is this peculiarly beautiful 
tint that the modern sculptors en- 
deavour to imitate, and in which the 
French admittedly excel. The original 
model in the studio of Sculptor Wade 
Was inspected by the Baroness Mac- 
donald and Sir Charles Tupper, and re- 
celved, we are told, their cordial ap- 
Proval. It Is a replica of the statue 
erected In Montreal. Mr. Wade is the 
sculptor of the bust of Sir Jolin A. 
Macdonald which was some time ago 
placed In St. Paul's cathedral, 

The pedestal, which is from the de- 
sign of Messrs. E. R. Welch and Son, 
of this city, is in admirable keeping 
with the elegant statue which  sur- 
mounts it.

French river canal intimate that they 
Propoee shortly to apply to the Pro- 
vincial Goverrments of Ontario and 
Quebec to subsidize the undertaking 
by granting 10,000 acres of lund for 
every mile of canal constructed. They 
also have an application before the 
Dominion Government for a guarantee 
of the interest on the bonds to be is- 
sued to build the first section of the 
cannl To protect the guarantee the 
company proposes to deposit a suflicl- 
¢ut sum to pay the interest for fifteen 
yeurs, the time for wihch the guarantee 
is asked. A petition was sent a short 
time ago to the Home Government 
asking aid towards the construction of 
the canal, and it hus elicited so far 
merely en acknowledgment of the re- 
celpt of the document. Lord Lans- 
cCowne writes to a friend here that he 
takes a great interest in the project. 

Next year the railway from Ottawa 
to Parry Sound will be completed. 
Only fifty miles of the entire distance, 
two hundred and fifty-nine miles, re- 
main uncovered by the rails, and Fn- 
ginecr Mountain, of the railway, who 
returned a few days ago from closing 
up the construction work for the year, 
Says that it is more than probable 
that this gap will be cowered before 
October next year. Thirty miles of 
new track on the Ottawa, Arnprior, 
and Porry Sound line, tae one com- 
menced at Ottawa, and the remaining 
ten miles of the old Parry Sound Colo- 
nization railway line, the charter of 
which Mr, J. R. Booth secured in 1892, 
and which extends from Parry Sound 
to Scotia Junction, a point five miles 
nearer Ottawa than the Sound, have 
been built during the present year, 
tke terminus of the line from Ottawa 
now being the Lake of the Two Rivers. 
This terminus is 164 miles from Otta- 
wa and fifty miles from Scotla June- 
tion, and it is only between these two 
Peints that the line to Parry Sound Is 
incomplete, Of the thirty miles con- 
structed this year on the extension 
from Ottawa fully one-half has been 
ballasted, and all will have been bal- 
lasted and ready for inspection by the 
middle of November. 

By the evidence of the principal wit- 
ness in the Baskatony murder trial at 
Hull yesterday the veil enshrouding 
the circumstances connected with the 
murdér of Sarah Jones was lifted, to 
disclose one of the most revolting 
crimes on record.

 DoiSey the thii-ci-year-old son of the 
prisoner, wis called a5 a witness for 
the Crown. On the morning of the 
murder his mother said she was going 
to Sarah Jones’ to get a pair of scls- 
sors, and went in that direction. A 
littié While after she returned and told 
her hugbend that “ the little girl’ was 
dead, He asked his mother what ~ lit- 
tle girl” she meant and she replied, 
“Sarah Jones.” Paul Jones, a brother 
of tne murdered girl, testified that in 
company with another he examined 
Laframboise’s house eight days after 
the murder and found an apron much 
spotted with blood. Other circum- 
stantial evidence was offered. One 
witness, Mrs. Doherty, stated that two 
years ago she had heard Mrs, Lafram- 
beise suy thut if she caught her hus- 
band with Sarah Jones again she 
would kill her, 

The case of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway v. the Township of Chatham 
wus taken up this morning in the 5u- 
preme Court, and not concluded when 
the court adjourned. The Canadian 
Pacific railway were plaintiffs in this 
case, and sued for payment of the 
cost of building a culvert in connection 
with the construction of a drain by 
the corporation, which had agreed in 
writing to pay for the work. The ac- 
tion was defended on the ground that 
the corporation had no authority to 
enter into such an agreement without 
a by-law expressly authorizing it, 
that the work should not have cost 
the amount claimed, and that there 
were no funds or means of procuring 
funds to pay it. The court below held 
that under the drainage provisions of 
the Municipal Act the agreement was 
ultra vires of the corporation... The ar- 
gument in this case will proceed to- 
morrow morning.

the railway is a jest almost too cynical 
{fo find a place in any serious diplo- 
matic transaction. Under the indicated 
conditions Manchurla would practical- 
ly become a Russian province, while 
Fekin would be within the Russian grip. 
Rusisan statesmen are so well aware 
of the magnitude of the changes in- 
volved, that it ia impossible they should 
exccute them unless they have defin- 
itely resolved to abandon the cautious 
and pacine policy of the last reign and 
Plunge into vast and dangerous ac- 
tivities. To say nothing of Japan, Eng- 
land and Germany, and even France, 
in spite of her complaisance, could 
Scarcely fail to perceive her friendship 
had been exploited with unexpected 
thoroughness,”’

Fifty-three years is a 
long time to look but Sir John's 
memory did not fail him. ‘The account of 
this incident is accurately described, as no 
one knows better than myself, for I, 
was among the assemblage, I remember 
the occasion perfecthy, and the excitement 
aroused thereby. ‘Two years later the 
Kingston Conservatives were acclaiming 
again, this time in jubilation over the re- 
turn of ** John A.” himself to Parliament. 
I was young at the time, yet I can recall 
these stormy days in Kingston when this 
beautiful park was but a common, and 
inost ot those who hear me had not come 
into this weary world ; when Baldwin and 
Lafontaine, and Hincks and Morin con- 
tended against Draper and MeNab, and 
Cayley and John A. Macdonald. 1 shall 
not, upon this occasion, recount the story 
of his political career. full of interest and 
instruction as it is. It is only as one looks 
back to the beginning and retlects what 
has happened in the interval that one 
realizes the extent and magnitude of Sir 
Jobn Macdonald’s services to the country. 
Iu 1847 he was a leading member of 
the Government of Canada; in 1857 he 
was at the head of that Government, and 
held yarious and important portfolios 
during the interval, until 1867, when 
he asgumed the responsible duties of 
Prime Minister of a united Canada, 
which position he held until He 
was again Iirst Minister from 1878 un- 
til his death in 1891—a whole lifetime 
—vengayed during all these years in build- 
ing, moulding and guiding the destinies of 
his country, in striving with untiring ardor 
to promote her advancement and prosper- 
ity. Picture to yourselves tho Canada of 
1847, whon John A. Macdonald first ac- 
cepted office, and the Canada of 1891, 
when, in the very zenith of his power, he 
was removed from the troubles and tur- 
moils of political life. You have seen how 
during that period this country made pro- 
gress 1n commerce, political strength, edu- 
cation and national unity beyond tho re- 
cord of any other country.. It is but 
simple justice to accord to Sir John Muc- 
donald the credit of being the controlling 
force in that great advancement. 

What was the secret of this great man’s 
marvellous success ¢ Hlow did it happen 
that his was, in politics, a charmed life ¢ 
Often has that question been asked, It 
has puzzled many a public man who 
thought himself, to, ability and statesman- 
ship, no whit inferior tq ** John A.,” had 
ho only the ‘‘luck” of that: ** wizard,” 
Lutk or chance has been defined as ** di- 
rection which we cannot sec,” and much of 
Sir Johu Macdonald's so-called “* luck ” 
wasdue tothose subtle qualities with which 
he was budowed ; qualities which many 
who viewed his pre-eminence with jealous 
eyes could not rightly appreciate. His 
character was a composite, one might say 
a complex, onc. Tis tact, judgment, fine- 
ness of touch, delicacy of perception, were 
wonderful. In him nothing was wasted. 
He knew intuitively, as it were, when to 
be silent and when to speak; when to 
be inert and when to act, what to say, 
and what todo. Moreover, he understood 
human nature as few have known it. He 
knew most people better than thoy know 
themselves, and not only did he know 
them, but he possessed the rare: faculty of 
deawing mon to him and inspiring thom 
with « zoul and an affection stronger than 
party ti To these great natural gifts 
rather than to any mere good fortune, I 

I ss in great part to be 
ascribed, Yot not even that strong and 
attractive personality could have remained 
so long at the head of affairs were it not 
for the conviction widely held that Sir 
John Maecdouald was before all things Can 
adian to the core—that, to use his own pa- 
thetic words in his Inst mldress, 
‘over true to his country and her 
best interests,” or, a8 he himself on 
another great that ‘Sin season 
and out of season, always and overywhore, 
he had labored for the good of this Dominu 
ion of Canada.”

For several days the detective 
partment has been hot on the trail of 
a gang of forgers who have been ac- 
tive in forging and uttering counter- 
feit one and two dollar bills on the 
Dominion treasury, Yesterday Detec- 
tives Porter and Davis, who had been 
detailed on the case, gathered the net 
closely about the gang, and arrested 
David Cooper, of 142 York street; John 
Crawford, 834 College street; W. J. 
Kraymer, 171 Jarvis street; and Thomas 
Smith, 257 Sackville street. The detec- 
tives claim to have a perfect case 
against the prisoners. The bills forged 
Were of the denominations of one and 
two dollars. ney were printed on 
poor paper and in two colours, black 
and green, The numbers were puton 
with a stamping machine, and the 
Signature of T. D.. Harington was 
written with a pen but the designa- 
tion of Mr. Harington’s office was 
omitted. The police haye not only se- 
cured one hundred dollars of the bills, 
but they have also found the plates 
and stamping machine, 

This is about the first time in this 
country that photography has been 
used to forge bank notes. Most, of 
the chartered banks are now printing 
theim notes in two colours, using reds, 
yellows, and browns, so as to prevent 
this, but all these colours are easily 
photographed, the only colours that 
puzzle the forger being blues. ‘The 
forged bills would pass in the dark, 
but in daylight the texture of the pa- 
per and the colour of the ink would 
read\ly ~ve them away. The green tint

Information was given to Detectives 
Porter and Davis a few days ago to 
the effect that plates had been made, 
and that bills had been printed to the 
value of $5,000. They worked almost 
night and day on the case, and yes- 
terday they swooped down on’ Cooper 
in a store on Queen street as he was 
in the act of disposing, of $100 worth 
of the bills for $30, They made Cooper 
a prisoner and took him and the bogus 
notes to the Police station. Then they 
started out to look after the other pri- 
soners. They found Thomas Smith at 
Cooper's place on York street, waiting 
for Cooper to come back. They took 
him also to the station, Then they 
Started out after Kraymer and Craw- 
ford They found the former about 
eleven o'clock last night, and then the 
chain was complete. It is alleged that 
the job was put up by Cooper, Craw- 
ford, and Smith, and that they went 
to Kraymer, who is an engraver, They 
fot him to photo engrave plates for one 
and two dollar bills of the of 
1878. The figures and signatures were 
blotted out. Kraymer took the plates 
to Mr. Edward Barber, the printer, at 
6 1-2 Lombard street Mr. Barber, wito 
was examined by the police but sub- 
sequently home, says that Kray- 
mer told him he wanted the bills print- 
ed as an advertisement for cigars, and 
that he printed $5,000 worth as directed 
He did not think they were to be used

He stayed in the service, apparently, un- 


til middle age, spending most of his’ time 


during the war m transport service to the 
coast of Spain, but he still proudly bares 
bis arm to show the scar of a dirk wound 
he got in boarding a French frigate under 
Napier on Indian seas. 

One unlucky day, however, ho came on 
board the * Canterbury,’ on which he was 
serving under Captain Muitland, the worse 
for his grog, assaulted an oflicer, and was 
forthwith discharged. Thon came a year 
or two ona merchant ship, doing trade 
with South America ; but soon he returned 
to the service of Her Najosty, and yolun- 
teered as a marine for the Crimean war, 
but did not seemingly take part in any 
important action.

* WHAT THE ART INCLUDES. 


In the regular schools of Jiujutsu the 
Vauquished man keeps up struggling 
to the limit of endurance, for if his 
powers of resistance are greater than 
those of his more skillful adversary he 
may yet stagger to his feet and begin 
the bout anew, Should he acknowledge 
himself completely worsted he has canly 
to gently pat the back or shoulder of 
his victor whereupon the vise-like grip 
is at once relaxed and the fallen fight- 
er asSisted to his feet. Jiujutsu thus 
aims at rendering an adversary com- 
pletely harmless, and this is done by 
Scores of strange tricks and slights 
which demand years of study in order 
to Le thoroughly comprehended. The 
art includes strangling, hitting at the 
mest vulnerable places of the body, 
kicking—indeed,everything that human 
ingenuity can Invent. Yet to each at- 
tack, to every sleight there is a per- 
fect counter, and what Is still more 
remarkable and of high practical Im- 
portance is that those who have lost 
of a blow, kick, strang- 
ling, ete., may, long as no vital 
injury has been inflicted, b> promptly 
restwred to thelr senses by methods 
known only to inthmates of the highest 
rank.

Mr. Hearn’s suni- 
mary of the art really very good, 
“Jiujuteu,” he writes, “is not an art of 
fisplay at all, it is not a training of 
that sort of skill exhibited to public 
nudiences, it is an art of self-defense 
in the most exoct sense of the term; it 
ls an art of wir. The master of that 
Art is able, in one moment, to put an 
untrained antagonist completely hors 
do combat. By some terrible leger- 
demain he suddenly dislocates 2 
shoulder, unhing-s a joint, bursts a 
tendon or snaps a bone—without any 
apparent effort.

of potassium, a drug which ferrets out 
the minutest particles of the yellow 
metal, dissolves them and brings the 
preclous burden to the vats for con- 
version into refined gold again. 

The cyanide process is as nolseless 
and unerring the laws of gravita- 
tion, doing its work as qui “tly as “the 
majestic dance of the hour,’ unhin- 
dered by darkness or Weather, by dis- 
asters of flocd or field, ' ; 

The State Mining Bureau of Callfor- 
nla was One of the firet In the Un ted 
States to Invesidgate the m« rits of 
the cyanide proce and since the ear- 
Hest investigations the method has 
found extensive application. It Is so 
interesting that its results are n thing 
less than marvelous. This m>thod of 
extracting both gold and silver from 
ores Is based on the fact that even a 
very weak solution of cyanide of po- 
tassium dissolved gold and ellver, 
forming respectively, “auro-potassic 
cyanide” and “argento-potas:ie cyan- 
ide,” in the language of the chemists." 

This interesting process consists of 
treating the ores with a weak colution 
of potassium cyanide, Usually by al- 
lowing the solution to Dp reolate 
through the ore, or by egitating a mix- 
ture of the ore and solution. When this 
part of the operation is completed the 
solution is separated from the solid 
material, and the gold and silver are 
precipitated In metallie form. The 
process is modern in Its application, 
thovgh it has long been known that 
cyanide of potassium would “eat gold,” 
During the past five years, however, 
the process has been Introduced into 
almost every gold fleld in California 
end elsewhere, and more than $20,000, - 
000 have bean recovered by the gentle 
flowing of waters charged with the 
magical chemicals over heaps of ore. 
Aside from the thoroughness o!2 tho 
permeating water method, Its e onomy 
is a marked feature in mining. Tt Is 
In favor with the gold mining com- 
panies of New Zealand and ct Johan- 
nesburg, Africa, as well as in Califor- 
nia, 

One of the most advantag ous feat- 
ures of the cyanide method is that Ir 
can be applied to many gold and sil- 
ver ores generally called “rebellious” 
or “refractory.” The rebellious ore {s 
placed in a vat for percolation, and 
the solution is run preferably from the 
bottom, by a _ plipe, rising slowly 
through the ore. The solution contatn- 
ing gold is carried through precipitat- 
ing appliances into the finol reservoir, 
Where, robbed of its wealth of metal, 
it may be repumped into ore vats and 
again used for scorching Out the covet- 
ed metal. 

Precipitation is effected by the use 
of fine pieces of zinc, So arranged that 
when the rich waters flow over them 
the fine gold clusters in rich deposits 
over the zinc, for which it has an af- 
finity. The gold which thus deserts 
the waters of cyanide deposits Itrel! 
in the form of fine Gust on the plates 
of zinc. The percentage of gold ex- 
tracted by this process Is very large. 
A lurge parcel of fine sulphurets from 
the Utica mines yielded an average of 
93.18 per cent. of the gold value under 
the cyanide treatment, and aimilar re- 
sults have been experienced elsewhert 
in the State. The cyanide plant:

Is not the 
fact that the question of bodily pun- 
ishment as between parent and child, 
always may be resolved into a ques- 
tion of bodily superiority, the only 
final reason why the child doey not 
Whip the father, being that the father 
is elther the stronger or in the better 
possession of his powers, a conclusive 
argument that even to the parental 
presumption of supremacy there should 
be placed a limit at the point of per- 
sonal violence? 

The old gag of the comic opera “make 
the punishment fit the crime,” might 
Serve as a usefpl coefficient in solving 
some of the problems in the way of 
emancipating chil tren from the terrors 
of switch and fist, whether by law or 
by the evolution of public opinion, If 
little Mary neglects to stay in as bid 
to mind the baby, she might with good 
effects be kept in longer the next time.

Dverybody ts that the horse 
jis the cleanllest of all domestic anl- 
mals. It will not eat anything but 
good, healthy food, nor drink anything 
but pure water, A horse would rather 
starve than swill the rotten stuff often 
given to pigs and cattle, It is nothing 
but prejudice that 
cating horse flesh. A similar prejudice 
retarded the introduction of the potato 
a hundred years ago. To-day we could 
get along without it, Yet the 
prejudice asruinst potatoes can be ex- 
plained, The people had been told 
that this American reot caused fever, 
and rendered the Basia unfit for ail 
other crops The exception agiinst 
is not even founded upon 
ony cbjection to its properties. It Is 
eolely due to the Influence of the 
church. The clergy did everything 
possible to prevent the newly convert- 
from returring thelr 
heathenish fractices, and prohibited 
the use of horsefiesh to step the sac- 
rifices ‘to Odin and Thor. A long 
time passed before these sacrifices were 
allogethcr discontinued, 

The nations of Hurope have suffered 
enormous loss by this prohibition of 
horseflesh. Especially from the hu- 
manitarian joint of view the results 
fre most deplorable. Millions of peo- 
ple are forced to live on potatoes and 
similar food wanting in nutritive qual- 
ities, while millions of pounds of the 
very best meat are wasted. Horseflesh 
is the most nourishing of all meats, 
and its taste is hardly te be distin- 
guished from that of beef The flesh 
of & horse fed on oats has a smell sim- 
llor to goos¢flesh. Th» fat is preferable 
to lard, Above all, it should be remem- 
bered that no flesh is so healthy as 
that of the horse. Tuberculosis, very

| HE DISCHARGES HIS COUNSEL. 


They May be Debarrod for Unprofessional 


Conduct.—The Jurymon Selected Sensa- 


tional Incidents at the OQpeulug Proceed- 


fogs of Che Pamous Trial. 


Philadelphia, Da, Oct. 28.—H. HH, 
Holines, or Herman W. Mudget, which 
he says ts his bapUsmal name, was put 
On trialin the Court of Oyer and Term- 
iner to-day for the murder of Benjamin 
F. Pitexel in Uils city on September 2, 
ISM, and the developments of the frat 
day have verified, better perhaps than 
ever before, the foree of the maxim 
that truth fs stranger than  fictlon, 
From the nature of the case, and the 
startling stories concerning it which 
have gained currency during the past 
year, sensational revelations were na- 
turally to be expected when he who " 

has come to be regurded as the most , 

skilful and audacious criminal of mod- } 

ern Umes Was placed on trial for his 
life. Yet what did happen in court so 
fur surpassed all expectations that the 
most vivid flights of imagination could 

Scarcely haye conceived the day's 

events, 

When the case was called, Mr. Shoe- 
maker, for Holme asked for a con- 
tinuance of the case for 60 days. He 
urged as the basis of his request lack 
of money, and that the defence had 
not had sulticlent time to prepare their 
case. 

Judge Arnold promptly replied :— 
“'The motion for a continuance Is over- 
ruled.” He briefly called attention to 
the fact that the defence had been fully 
apprised that no such motion would be 
entertained, Such was still the case. 

Mr, Shoemaker and Mr, Rotan, then 
created a mild sensation by saying, 
turning to the court, if the judge's de- 
cision was Irrevocable they would with- 
draw from the case, but Judge Arnold 
spolled this boomerang by declaring 
that a member of the bar who would 
Withdraw from a murder case on the 
very eve of its trial would be called 
upon to show cause why he should not 
be disbarred for unprofessional con- 
duct.

volved with the late Baron Relnach, 
of Panama canal fame, had disposed 
of §,560,000fr, in devious ways, and on 
behalf of the Southern railways he de- 
manded that the Minister of Justice, 
M. Traricux, publish the documents in 
the case which were in his possession, 
and which would throw Weht on the 
subject. 

M. Binder, a member of the Right, 
then charged the Minister of Justice 
with culpable lenleney, and demanded 
that the guilty parties be punished. 

M, Trarleux replied, denying that he 
had long had in his possession docu- 
ments which required the rrest of 
Bdmond Magnier, formerly Senator of 
the Var, and recently editor-in-chief 
cf the Evenement, who was a short 
time since sentenced to a term of im- 
prisonment for haying received part of 
the profits of the syndicate, Continu- 
ing, the Minister of Justice said that 
Whenever the Government believed it 
had incriminating evidence it had pro- 
Secuted the parties involved.

Wright undoubtedly has the confidence 
of the public, but parti ularly of the 
industrial clisses, In Whose behalf he 
has done splondid service. He will at 
once enter upon his duties. Mr, 
Wright will enquire also into kindred 
Subjects, and will, it is expected, huve 
his report ready for Parliament at the 
coming session. It will be conceded 
that the Government could not have 
selected a better man than Mr. Wright, 
and that this ready response to the 
request of the Trades and Labour 
Congress is another evidence of the 
interest the Administration takes in 
everything that affects the welfare of 
the wage-carners. 

There was a bold robbery on Saturday 
evening at Fallowfleld, in which the 
mail bag, containing several registered 
letters, Was stolen from the postmaster 
at the place, The postmaster is 
Mr. D. O'Grady. Besides being 
postmaster, he keeps a general store. 
His heme is four miles distant from 
the store, and it has been his custom 
to carry all mail matter home with him 
every night, About nine o'clock on 
Saturday evening he closed up his store 
is usual, and placed the mall that was 
in the post-ofllcee In a leather bag, 
which he had for the purpose.

Think- 
ing it might have fallen out, he re- 
turned, hoping to find it on the road. 
A short distance from the store he 
found the bag. Looking at it, he ob- 
served that all its contents were gone, 
and then the thought that he had been 
robbed dawned upon him. It is thought 
that about $1,500 was in the letters, 
Dut the exact amount is not vet known.

Constantinople, Oct. 28.—Another 
terrible massacre of Armenians, sc- 
companied by the outraging of wo- 
men, is reported to have taken place 
quite recently in the district of Bai- 
burt,between Erzeroum and Trebizonde 
According to the advices received 
here, a mob of about 500 Mussulmans 
and Lazes, the great majority of 
Whom were armed with Martini-Henry 
rifles, made an attack upon the Ar- 
menians inhabiting several villages of 
that vicinity, and set fire to thelr 
houses and schools. When the Ar- 
menians fled in terror from their 
dwellings they were shot down as 
they ran, and a considerable number 
of men and women who were captured 
by the rioters were fastened to 
stakes and burned alive. Any Armen- 
fan Women who fell Into the hands of 
the mob, it is asserted, were outraged 
and brutally mutilated. Churches 
Were desecrated and the villages at- 
tacked were pillaged. ‘The catUle and 
all the portable property of any value 
belonging to the Armenians were car- 
ried off by the rioters. During the dis- 
turbance 150 Armenians are reported 
to have been killed. 
The few suryiving villagers applied 
to the Governor of Baiburt for protec- 
tion, who, after hearing their com- 
plaint, sent as many as three police- 
Inen to the scene of the ma cre, but 
not until after the slaughter was end- 
ed. 
The Turkish officials, it Is claimed, 
know who were the ringleaders of the 
outbreak In the Batburt district; but, 
upparently, no steps have been taken 
to urrest them. The Turks, it is stat- 
od, have also attacked the Armenians 
in the district of Gumushdagh, near 
Treblzonde, and have slaughtered 
many of them. The number of Ar- 
menians massacred at Erzingjan is 
now said to be several hundred 

It is officially declared here that the 
Armenians provoked the Baiburt dis- 
turbance by firing upon the Mussul- 
mins, and that many persons were 
killed and wounded on both sides be- 
fore the gendarmes suppressed the 
rioting. It is also officially stated

WANTED FORK MURDER 


Peterborough, Ont., Oct. 28.—(Spe- 
elalL)—On Saturday night Lincoln Den- 
ten, ex-sheriff of Somerset, Kentucky, 
arrived here, having travelled from the 
South, expecting to find John GC, An- 
derson, who is wanted in Somerset cn 
the charge of murder. After his long 
journey the ex-sheriff did not have bis 
expectations realised. He came to 
Canada expecting to find Anderson in 
custody in the Cobourg gaol, and his 
duty was to escort the prisoner back 
to the scene of the tragedy. 

From the story teld by the ex-sheriff 
it appears that In 1892, at which time 
Mr, Denton was sheriff of Somerset, 
John C. Anderson was chief of police 
at Somerset, and Joseph B. Rucker, a 
man about fifty years of age, was edit- 
er of a Somerset newspaper. The 
editor instituted a campaign in his 
nonapaper against Anderson, and it re- 
sulted In > mlel alice losing tis 
position. Fue RU the Min GORaGl 
elite Gireatened thac he would kill the 
editor. A short time afterwards Editor 
Rucker was found murdered, and An- 
derson disappeared, and this disap- 
pearance, along with other cireum- 
Slances, Caused suspicion to rest upon 
Anderson as beIng the murderer. The 
murdered mun had wealthy friends, 
and large rewards were offered for the 
detection and arrest of the suspected 
ex-chief, but all efforts failed. 

In September last ex-Sheriff Denton 
recelved o telegram from Port Hope, 
aeking if he still wanted the man, John 
C. Anderson, for the murder of Joseph 
B. Rucker, in September, 1892. The 
telegram was signed “ John A. Morri- 
fon, detective.” Mr. Denton answered 
that-Anderson was still wanted, and 
for Morrison to arrest and hold him. 
Weeks passed and no reply was recelv- 
ed to this despatch until Thursday last, 
When Denton received a m ze slen- 
ed by Morrison, and dated at Peter- 
boreugh, saying Anderson had been 
arrestcd and was in Cobourg gaol. Mr 
Denton immedi ttely left Kentuc ky, 
end reached Cobourg on Saturday 
cnly to find that Anderson w: in 
custedy and Detective Morris 
not to be found. 

‘he Kentucky man then came on to 
Peterborough to locate Morrison if pos- 
etlble. He enlls ted the services of Chicf 
Roszel, and they found that Morrison 

i living on the northern outskirts of 
the town They visited hig residence, 
and were told that he was away from 
home, but wag expected home yester- 
day A second visit yeste rday_ after- 
noon had the eame result, Morrison 
not having returned home. The fact 
that he had sent the telegram that 
Anderson was in Cob surg gaol and 
then was not to be found threw a 
mystery around the man Morrison and 
his telegrams 

However, he arrived In town to- 
night, and be showed that he had 
acted In good faith He had a photo- 
graph and deseription of the alleged 
murderer, and claimed to have located 
his mun in Port Hope, where he wos 
Working at the Trinity College school 
Morrison fs certain that the Port Hope 
man is the Kentucky ex-chief of po- 
ice Ho siys that he had laid the case 
before the Port Hope authoritle 4, and 
When he tek graphed on Thursday he 
Pd expected Anderson would be un 
der nrrest and saaf In the Cobourg 
gaol.

TORONTO TOPICS. 


Toronto, October 30, 


The Court of Appeal gave judgment 
at Osgoode hall yesterday upon the 
appeal of Mr. George Tucker, the 
member elected to represent West 
Wellington in the Ontario Legislature, 
from the judgment of the trial judges 
(Rose and MacMahon), given on the 
16th of January last, unseating and 
disqualifying him for corrupt treating, 
and upon the cross-appeal of the peti- 
tloner, Mr. Thomas McQueen, seeking 
to unseat the respondent upon certain 
cbarges of bribery and intimidation 
which the trial judges dismissed, in 
the event of the appeal being allowed, 
The main question on the appeal was 
whether the treating practised by Mr. 
Tucker was “corrupt” according to 
the meaning given to that word by the 
decisions. The majority of the court 
(the Chief Justice of Ontario, Mr. Jus- 
tice Burton, and Mr, Justice Maclen- 
nun) were of opinion that there was 
evidence upon which the trial judg Ss 
could properly find corrupt treati) 
and that being so, their decision should 
not be interfered with, they having 
seen and heard the witnesses and ob- 
served thelr demeanour. Mr. Justice 
Osler, however, dissented, holding that 
in a matter of this kind, involving 
heavy penal consequences, the appel- 
late tribunal should not be tied down 
by the finding of the trial judges, but 
should examine the evidence independ- 
ently, and saying that the result ofa 
close scrutinizing of the evidence by 
him showed that the treating was not 
done “corruptly,” “in order to be 
elected,” and the respondent therefore 
should not have been unseated or dis- 
qualified. He was therefore in fayour 
of allowing the appeal and dismissing 
the cross-appeal, The result is that 
the appeals are both dismissed, and the 
judgment of the court of first instance 
unseating and disqufilifying Mr. Tucker 
stands, 

The application to the 
in the Hyams case to enter a nolle 
prosequi was heard yesterday after- 
noon. This proceeding was taken at 
the instance of the family of the 
prisoners, and did not in any way 
criginate with the defence. The At 
torney-General reserved the question 
for consideration, and last night gave 
the following written conclusion : 
““We do not think that the considera- 
tions suggested call for our interfer- 
ing with the usual course of proceed- 
ing. The facts are for the jury to pro- 
nounce upon in the ordinary way.” 
The evidence was not of course gone 
into before the Government, but 
merely the question of public policy 
and the ordinary legal grounds upon 
which such applications are made. It 
is said that there Is no similar case 
in the history of this province where 
such an application has ever been 
granted, the Government always leav- 
ing the matter to be tried by a jury. 
Mr, E. F. B. Johnston, Q.C,, it ia be- 
lleved, guve his opinion that a motion 
of this kind would not succeed, what- 
ever the chances of an acquittal may 
be, and it oa enly in deference to 
the prisoner family that the matter 
was formally brought before the At- 
torney-General. The result of the 
motion in no way affects the meritea 
of the case, which will be opened to 
a jury before Mr, Justice Ferguson on

Vienna, Oct, 29.—Dr, Lueger, 
of the anti-Semites and first vice- 
burgomaster of Vienna, was again 
elected burgomaster to-day, Dr. Lueger 
was elected to this office in May last; 
but he refused to accept the position 
because the majority he recelved was 
the smallest permitted by law. This 
led to rioting, and an attack upon the 
Town hall, Previous to his election in 
May last to the offlce of burgomaster 
Dr. Lueger was elected first vice-burgo- 
master, Whereupon the burgomaster, 
Dr. Gruebel, resigned. By so doing 
the administration of Vienna, which 
for 35 years previously had been in the 
hands of the German Liberals, passed 
into the hands of the anti-Semites, 
and by the definite election of to-day 
Vienna is the first of the capitals of 
Europe to be administered by anti- 
Semites. 

London, Oct.  29.—The Globe this 
afternoon publishes from a correspond- 
ent at Hong Kong a virtual repetition 
of the despatch to the Times from 
Hong Kong which caused such a sen- 
sation in claiming to outline the con- 
cessions made by China to Russia, and 
covering exactly the same ground as 
the Times despatch. The only addl- 
tional fact in the Globe despatch from 
Heong Kong is the statement that the 
alleged secret treaty between China 
and Russia was conveyed to St. Peters- 
burg by Won-Chi-Chuan, who was 
dispatched on a mission to Russia, 
ostensjbly for the purpose of congratu- 
lating the Czar upon his accession to 
the throne, 

London, Oct. 29.—An explosion. sup- 
posed to have becu caused by escaping 
gas, wrecked a house, reducing it to 
atoms, on New Church court, Strand, 
this evening, Thirteen persons are be- 
lieved to have been killed and many per 
sons were injured by the collapse of the 
louse. The builcing consisted of three 
floors, and its tenants were mostly 
Covent Garden market porters. A 
deafening report was suddenly heard, 
and then the building collapsed as If 
made of cardboard, causing much ex- 
citement in the neighbourhood. 

As n result of the explosion, the 
New Church court was blocked with « 
Breat mass of burning debris, which 
was made up of the wreck of the 
house in which the explosion happen- 
ed. In this wreck thirteen occupants 
of the house, including six children, 
are supposed to be buried. 

Two firemen while searching in the 
burning debris, in an effort to extri- 
cate the victims, were buried» beneath 
the upper storey of an adjoining house, 
Which suddenly collapsed. One of the 
unfortunate firemen Was rescued In 
an Injured condition, but the other 
still remains biried in the ruins.

tion was organized, and have held two 
matches under thoit own management, 
nevious to thejoint” one on Monday, and 
ve succeeded in awakening a lively in- 
torest in high class ploughing, So great 
has beon the success achieved there that 
the farmers in the more southern parts of 
the County would no doubt find it bene 
ficial to organize aclub and hold a match 
either in Sidney or Thurlow. 

The ploughing in all the classes was 
such as to give the judges no little difli- 
culty in awarding the prizes, ali being 
good, that in the first class being especially 
80, oWing partly to the soil being rather 
more loamy in this part of the field than iv 
that ploughed by class IT, and partly to 
make of ploughs, those in class IL being 
confined to thoso of Canadian manufac- 
ture. 

In the boys’ class the work done was 
most creditable, comparing favorably with 
that in Class IT, The work of Andrew Hay, 
whortook firstin his class and also the 
two specials piven for best oponing and 
best finish, deserves more than a passing 
notice. He will no doubt bo heard from 
in coming years in the other classes. ‘The 
ploughing of Willie, the 13-year-old son of 
Mr, Goo, Drary, Unough Jast among the 
prize winners, was good considering bis 
sizo and age, and it secms safe to predict 
that the coming generation will find the 
Drurys to the front as plough as thoy 
are to-day. 

Mr. Hawkins, on whose farm tho plough- 
ing took place, provided a lunch for the 
judges, ploughmen and committees at 
noon and afforded oyery facility for the 
match and scemed well pleased with the 
work done. Mr. Fangey, whose farm ad- 
joins that of Mr. Hawkins, also entor- 
tained several of the committee and others 
at dinner. 

When the judges had comploted their 
work, Mr, Ei, C. West, on beliualf of the 
local association, thanked those present for 
their attendance and the interest they were 
taking in the work of the association, com- 
plimented the ploughmen on the first class 
work done, and invited tho judges and 
ploughmen to meet" the joint committees 
for supper in Stirling, and concluded by 
calling upon Mr. B. Mallory, who repre- 
sented the Agricultural and Arts Associa- 
tion, to address them. Mr. Mallory spoke 
briefly, explaining that he had piven the 
grant to this locality because they were

THE PRISONER SITS UNMOVED. 


Ifer Vhysical Condition Has Been Shatter- 
od Every Dotail KRelated—Her Testimony 


was the Peature of the Day, 
Philadelphia, Pa., Oct, 50.—Four long 
hours to-day, under the scrutinizing 
gaze of a court-room crowded with 
Strangers to her. a pale, worn woman 
underwent an ordeal which well might 
have broken the nerve of many 
a& strong man.

Carrie Alice Pietzel, With bravery and

—Comments of English Papers on Sen. 


ntor Chandler's Uttorances. 

Londen, Oct. 30.—The Marquis of 
Salisbury made a speech at Waterford 
to-day to an audience which Included 
Warl Cowper, Karl Brownlow, the Farl 
of Clarendcn, the Meri of sex, the 
Parl of Dudley, Baron tothschild, 
Lerd Hyde, and a number of Conser- 
vative members of Parliament. 

During the course of his remarks 
the Prime Minister referred to the agri- 
cultural question, and said :—*' Since 
the repeal of the corn laws we have 
had the strongest cause to lament that, 
though the protectionists resisted, their 
warnings had not been listened to more 
carefully, The repealers Jaughed at 
the idea of its injuring husbandry, but 
& lowering cf prices resulted, and free 
trade has almost killed agriculture in 
Several countries,” 

The Marquis did not blame 
who had passed the free trade 
but they should have thought 
of the peoullar burden under which 
the land laboured, and should have 
lightened the welght of those burdens 
When it could have been done with 
euse, 

Lord Salisbury then adverted to the 
foreign policy of Great Britain, and In 
this connection he ceclared that he 
bad carried out the work of his pre- 
cursors for the sake of maintaining 
the very Impertant object of a unity 
of Englivh policy in the face of foreign 
nations. The speaker protested against 
Mr. Gladstone's interference in the Ar- 
menian affair in a passage of his speech 
in which he sald that he regretted that 
any man, however earnest and emi- 
nent, hid thought it worth whTle to 
add to the difficulties with which the 
nations of Hurope had to contend In 
dealing with countries in which the 
bifter differences of race and creed 
were traditional. 

Reverting then to internal affairs 
lerd Salisbury said that the great 
question in domestic affairs was social 
amelloration, and not the pulling of

With the depression of husbandry. The 
last few years, he sald, had been years 
of threatening and inereasing ruin, 
largely due to economic and climatic 
reasons, It was evident that a change 
must take place in the cultivation of 
the country.

London, Oct. 30.—The semi-annual 
meeting of the directors and share- 
holders of the Grand Trunk Railway 
Company was held at the Cannon 
street hotel to-day. There was a large 
attendance, the room being crowded, 

The chairman (Sir Charles Rivers 
Wilson), replying to intimations of ex- 
truyagance, said that there had been 
no undue expenditure in London, and 
deelared that it was toally inadvisable 
for part of the directors of the com- 
pany to reside in Canada. Only £20,- 
000 worth of clock was held there, 
while the company was controlled in 
London. 

The report cf the 
adopted unanimously. 

Mr. J. L. Seargeant, general manager 
of the company in Montreal, was elect- 
ed a director. A proposal for a vote of 
thanks and the sum of 100 guinens to 
Robert Household was lost. A vote of 
thanks to the board and staff was then 
pussed. 

Sir Charles Rivers Wilson, the 
president, was very well received, and 
his report created a good impression, 
His statement that the policy of the 
board was based on economy, strict 
supervision of the rolling stock, a care- 
ful selection of the officers in Canada, 
and a determination to avoid further 
useless and cumbersome extension, was 
received With expressions of approval, 

His declarfiitions that a restoration of 
the Armour trade was assured and 
that the Pullman Company would pro- 
vide a better class of sleepers wero 
iWkewlse welcomed cordially, as were 
also the references to the removal of 
the car shops from Brantford to Lon- 
don. The new double :track to the 
Bridge and the construction and run- 
ning of the belt line at Toronto occa- 
sioned a loss to the company of £100,- 
000, He had cabled Mr. Seargeant 
day to sigu the trafie agreement with 
the American competitors.
